CIA Plot the High Seas?

On March 14, 1970, “two, beard- 
ed, white hippies of the American 
nationality” hijacked an American 
freighter loaded with napalm and 
ordered it into Sihanoukville, Cam- 
bodia, hoping that neutralist Prince 
Sihanouk would impound the 


bombs and aes them from reaching | 


Vietnam. 
A day later — and two days after 
the hijacking — Prince Sihanouk . 


was overthrown in a right-wing- 


military coup d‘etat. 


How could two hippies hijack an 


entire ship? And this, the only “SDS 
ship hijacking” of the war? - 


On March 8, 1970, the US 
merchant vessel Columbia Eagle ac- 
cording to its manifest loaded with a 
cargo of 1,753 long tons of napalm 


bombs left Port Chicago, the navy 
munitions embarkation base near 
San Francisco. A civilian ship, un- 
der contract to the navy, she carried 
a civilian crew. 

Quickly, she steamed down the 
California coast and docked at Long 
Beach. 

There, the Columbia Eagle, 
though fully manned, picked up ad- 


ditional crew at the Long Beach . 


Merchant Marine hiring hall. 
Among the crewmen. were Clyde 
William McKay; 25, and Alvin 
Glatkowsky, 20. 

‘On February 20, 1970, she steam- 
_ed west bound for Thailand by way 
“of Manila. 

On March 11, the Columbia Eagle 
landed at Manila. There she did not 
unload any cargo. ‘‘What the 


Columbia Eagle did do at Manila,” 
says a spokesman for the Military 
Sea Lift Command, “was take on 
100 cases of beer.” 

The cargo manifest shows that the 
Columbia Eagle is still carrying 1,- 
753 long tons or 4,804 measurement 
tons of napalm bombs. Lloyd’s 
Register of Ships shows that the 
Columbia Eagle has a capacity of 
11,372.5 measurement tons. In other 
words, her official cargo filled only 
42% of the space in her holds. 

The Columbia Eagle then steam- 
ed towards Thailand. On March 14, 
1970, a Saturday, at 1:15 pm, 
William Clyde McKay and Alvin 
Glatkowski, two of the seamen sign- 
ed on at Long Beach, seize the 
bridge of the Columbia Eagle. They

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Honeywell and Science Museum

In opening its $350,000 computer ex- 
hibit at the Boston Museum of Science, 
the Honeywell Corporation called a press 
conference for young people who serve as 
volunteers at the Museum and write for 
their school newspapers. Adults were also 
invited to view and report on the opening 
exhibit. - 

I entered the Museum in time for the 
press conference and was met by a 10-foot 
puppet of Death, an 8-foot Computer 
General puppet, a Paul Bunyan version of 
the man in the grey flannel suit and a 
large number of Cambodian ghost-like 
figures. 

The puppets and the people carrying 
signs condemning Honeywell’s involve- 
ment in the computerized war in 
Southeast Asia were totally familiar to 
me. They have been haunting Honeywell 
at each of its plants along the Rte. 128 
belt for over a year now. They are the 
mainstay of Clergy and Laity’s Daily 
Death Toll Action. Their presence at the 
Science Museum was to tell people about 
the death and destruction wrought by the 
technology designed by Honeywell. They 
served as a counterpoint to what was 
happening by way of propaganda inside 
the Museum. 

Having been confronted with the figure 
of Death hovering over the figures of its 
victims, visitors were then leafleted with a 
very different kind of public relations 
packet than the one later given to them by 
Honeywell representatives. 

The cover of the protesting leaflet show- 

ed a mother and child being stricken by a 
bomber plane. They are engulfed by a 
starlike image of flames. Their bamboo 
village falls to the background of the pic- 
ture; the foreground and the figures 
themselves are relegated to darkness. The 
caption reads matter-of-factly — Cam- 
bodia: Honeywell Technology at Work. 
The contents of the pamphlet is a series of 
interesting juxtapositions. It has 
Honeywell! slogans such as 
“Massachusetts — We’re in it together” 
which is a current promotional blip used 
by Honeywell to stress the good things 
that the company is doing for minorities, 
school children and prisoners and the Bay 
State taxpayers. The leaflet lists the facts 
of war: (1) More than 186,598 tons of 
bombs dropped on Cambodia between 
January and June of this year — 2% 
times the total dropped on Great Britain 
during World War II; (2) Since the “com- 
promise” measure adopted by Congress, 
extending the bombing halt to August 15, 
the number of tactical sorties has in- 
creased by 50 percent, from 150 per day to 
“somewhere in the 200’s.” There are 
between 30-40 raids per day by B-52 
bombers... 

The leaflet goes on to list Honeywell’ 8 
involvement via new defense contracts. 
The bibliographical material shows 
military contract write-ups xeroxed from 
Commerce Business Daily. The in- 
teresting thing about the leaflet is not 
that the information that it provides is all 
that remarkable. It’s just that the infor- 
mation is remarkably absent -in 
Honeywell’s own press releases, the 
Museum brochures and the Honeywell 
promotional brochures. It is also a 
remarkably missing ingredient in the 
computer exhibit itself. Omitting a dis- 
cussion of the lethal and totalitarian 
dimensions of computer usage is like leav- 
ing the chili powder out of a bowl of chili. 

The issue of destructive and harmful 
uses of computers was gingerly raised but 
summarily dismissed by one of the three 
spokespersons for the exhibit, Murray 
Dentman, a public relations represen- 
tative for Honeywell. He geared his 
remarks to the children, saying, ““A com- 
puter is not an ogre, not a spectre to be 
afraid of, but a tool rather like a hammer. 
If you hit your finger with a hammer, you 
can’t call the hammers names.” The in- 
ference was that one shouldn’t question 
the machinery of the computer either or 
blame it for the painful things it does. 


Questions Omitted 


I’m not certain whether Dentman aim- 
ed his remarks at unshrouding the 


_ mysteries around the computer (which 


was the stated purpose of the exhibit) or 
at the shrouded figures of Cambodian 
puppets that the children had witnessed 
upon entering the Museum. Dentman

never turned the program over to question 
and answers as had been scheduled. The 
children and press were never given a 
chance to raise any questions but simply 
whisked into the computer area to play 
Simple Simon, tic-tac-toe and other 
academic electronic jousts. I am quite 
sure that the omission of a question and 
answer period was deliberate and I am 
likewise sure and disturbed about the 
reasons for that omission. 

I entered the exhibit room with Mollie 
Babize, the field staff representative of 
Clergy and Laity Concerned’s Honeywell 
Project and Daily Death Toll group. On 
seeing Mollie one Honeywell employee, 
weathered by Mollie’s frequent visits to 
Honeywell plants said aloud in ex- 
asperation, “Oh, no! Here comes Laity 
and Concerned Clergy.” Another said, 
“Oh, God, they’re everywhere.” It is both 
amusing and encouraging to know that 
one person can assume the stature of a 
movement when faced with such myopia. 
When Mollie stopped to get her free coffee 
and Danish pastry, Kurt Van Vlandren, a 
public relations person said, ‘Mollie, 
you’re not going to mess this up now, are 
you?” We were not far into our coffee 
when another Honeywell representative, 
Norman _Bryden hustled over to ask 
Mollie if she planned to disrupt the 
gathering. She asked what he meant by 
“disrupt” and he replied, “Ask about 
bombs and things.” 


It’s important to know that there was — 


only one Mollie there. She is very unlike 
Dracula. Bears absolutley no resemblance 
to Bela Lugosi. She had no sound system; 


was armed only with a press card and her 
small packet of leaflets. And yet she had 
all of the men in grey flannel suits in a tiz- 
zy as to how to handle a potential ques- 
tion about something Honeywell does in 
addition to installing computers in 
Science Museums. While the Honeywell 
man concerned himself with Mollie, Tony 
Iarrobino, a mathematician from 
“Science for the People’’ had distributed 
Alternative Honeywell Annual Reports, 
written by CALC, to all of the children 
and reporters. 


Smooth as slickum hair, the press con- 
ference went forward with an address 
from Bradford Washburn, director of the 
Museum; Clancy Spangle, executive vice- 
president of Honeywell; and Dentman, 
the public relations person for Honeywell 
who received credit for being the ‘“‘creative 
genius” behind the exhibit. Washburn 
said that Clancy Spangle knew more 
about computers than everyone; Clancy 
Spangle said no, it was really Murray 
Dentman who knew more about com- 
puters and I kind of forget what Murray 
said. No one said who cancelled the ques- 
tion and answer period which made me 
feel like I was back at Girls’ Latin. The 
cancellation seemed a human example of 
controls that the computer has sym- 
bolized to me since reading 1984 and 
Brave New World. I want to record the 
irony of children not being allowed to 
listen to other data about Honeywell 
computer technology in a Museum of 
Science that prides itself on investigatory 


quests for knowledge. I will go back and . 


feed that puzzle into their computer some 
day. 


Playing Doublethink 


I suspect that the children were 
probably not even aware that they were 
being manipulated and controlled by 
Honeywell and the Museum. Most of 
them were entranced by the computer 
games. They were quite aware of 
Honeywell’s gift to the Museum. They 
had to be since HONEYWELL was 
everywhere in large and small print. But 
Honeywell was playing doublethink by 
maintaining that the exhibit was not a 
promotional gimmick. When Mollie rais- 
ed that nasty suggestion privately to Nor- 
man Bryden he answered it by saying that 
the exhibit cost Honeywell a great deal of 
money and that it was an educational ser- 
vice. Clancy Spangle stated that it was 
“out of a sense of public responsibility . 
that Honeywell built the exhibit.’ 
Murray Dentman later asked the ques- 
tion, “Why would Honeywell want to 
build a computer exhibit?” He got into 
that computer-tool-hammer analogy I 
mentioned before and never really 
answered that question clearly. (In my 
mind, in the audience I already have my 
hand raised with a possible answer, but 
the question and answer period never 
comes for my response.) His remarks were 
along the lines of helping people be un- 
afraid of computers. I remember flashing 
two responses: (1) Tell the people in Cam- 
bodia that the only thing they have to fear 
in the midst of 186,598 tons of bombs con- 
trolled by computer technology is fear 
itself; (2) Honeywell’s newest P.R. ads 
patting themselves on their corporate 
back with embarrassing rapture over their 
social contributions to Massachusetts. 
We are supposed to believe it’s all for the 
love of little kiddies. Who’s kidding 
whom? Next, they’ll be handing over their 
Waltham plant for childcare units for 
their employees. 

I was angry at the exhibit from a 
number of points of view, most of them 
relating to the business of honesty. 
Museum Director, Washburn said in his 
press release, “‘Even though people are 
aware of the far-reaching influence of the 
computer, they don’t really understand it 
— how it works, and what it can and can- 
not do. Our exhibit should make a signifi- 
cant contribution toward this important 
educational goal.” Significant, yes but 
not thorough. 

After speaking to Washburn at length I 
am not sure that he understands at any 
important level what computers can do. 
He certainly seems to be not impressed 
about what it can do to the tender bones 


. and flesh of a young child or to the 


delicate body of an aged Cambodian pea- 

‘sant. And he treats the question of the 
‘electronic battlefield with alarming 
casualness. He does not think that the 
Museum has the responsibility of giving 
any time (much less equal time) to the 
harmful uses of computers. There is 
nothing in the exhibit that would help 
children understand that whole pop- 
ulations can be controlled by the use of 
computers. There is no mention of in- 
telligence gathering via computers. There 
is no mention of its use in policing people. 
There is no mention that this already oc- 
curs — that it is not simply a projection of 
George Orwell’s and Aldous Huxley’s im- 
aginations. 

There is no mention of the fact that the 
Air Force is working on mobile computa- 
tion centers which can be air-lifted to any 
part of the world. There is no mention of 
projects “Igloo White’ or ‘““Commando 
Hunt” or any other part of the electronic 
battlefield which ensures destruction of 
the people we term enemy while allowing 
us to preserve our own skins. 

General Westmoreland, in a straight- 
forward moment, remarked, “We are 
making unusual efforts to avoid having 
the American young man stand toe-to- 
toe, eyeball-to-eyeball or even rifle-to- 
rifle with the enemy.” Honeywell is well 
into that unusual effort, developing the 
technology for those electronic battles. 

The Corporation and the Museum 
might be straightforward enough to say 
that and let the children draw their own 
conclusions. Instead, they are given one 
exhibit that lists ten areas where com- 
puters are helpful: Medicine, education, 
government, ecology, space, science, 


agriculture, law, business and industry. If

Some 200,000 political 
prisoners are currently being 
held in Indochina in Thieu’s jails 
according to the the Indochina 
‘Peace Campaign. The I.P.C. has 
started selling political prisoner 
bracelets, each with the name 
and some information on one of 
the 200,000 prisoners held in 
Thieu’s jails. 

With each bracelet is a 
pamphlet on the political 
prisoners and a sheet that ex- 
plains how to write to Congress 
about this person and asking 
that all U.S. aid for Thieu’s 
prisons and police be stopped.

Cambodia Supplies 


On Monday, July 23, 1973, 
Medical Aid for Indochina, 65A 
Winthop Street, Cambridge, 
sent the second emergency ship- 
ment of medical supplies to 
Cambodia. The shipment goes to 
the Red Cross Society of the 
Royal United National Govern- 
ment of Cambodia to be dis- 
tributed to civilians being bomb- 
ed by the. United States B-52’s. 

Dr. Arthur Westing of 
Windham College, Putney, Vt. 
and Dr. E. W. Pfeiffer of the 
University of Montana will hand 
deliver these much needed anti- 
biotics and penicillin to the 
Cambodian Embassy in Hanoi, 
D.R. Vietnam. Drs. Westing and 
Pfeiffer are the two leading 
Chemical Biological Warfare ex- 
perts in the United States. Their 
trip to South Vietnam in 1969 
was critical in bringing to the 
public’s attention the damage 
caused to the Vietnamese people 
and country by toxic drugs and 
chemicals. 

The first emergency shipment

of blood plasma was delivered to 
Cambodia on May 22, 1973. The 
organizations’ chairman, Dr. 
Peter Wolff, of Children’s 
Hospital and Harvard Universi- 
ty in Boston, said “‘Medical Aid 
will continue to send these 
urgent medical supplies as long 
as the intensive bombing in 
Cambodia continues. In addi- 
tion, we will continue shipments 
to the Bach Mai Hospital that 
was bombed during the Christ- 
mas raids on Hanoi. 

Medical Aid for Indochina is a 
two and one half year old, non- 
profit organization. Its aim is to 
enlist the public support of all 
Americans who feel a sense of 
responsibility for the suffering of 
their fellow human beings in 
those areas of Indochina being 
attacked by the U.S. armed 
forces.

John Barclay; and 
last week, Dr. Alberts reported, 
the iron gates surrounding the 
historic building were locked and 
the premises posted against 
loitering. One result of the lock- 
ed gates: a rock was thrown 
through the glass of the church’s 
bulletin board. 


Chavez Boycott Spreads 


United Farm Workers Union 
Leader Cesar Chavez will be 
coming to Boston on August 6. A 
support rally for the Union’s 
grape and lettuce boycott will be 
held on Tuesday, August 7, at 
12:30 on the steps of the State 
House in Boston where Chavez 
will give a report on the grape 
strike in the Arvin-Lamont, 
Calif. orchard region. 

Also on August 7, the State 
AFL-CIO Labor Council will 
launch a major support effort 
directed to rank-and-file support 
of the boycott. 

The products under boycott 
(both buying and eating) are: all 
iceberg (Western-grown) lettuce 
and all Western-grown grapes 
being shipped without the 
United Farm Workers Black 
Aztec Eagle Union Seal. The 
stores in this area under boycott 
are: A & P, Safeway, Demoula’s 
in Lowell, and the Brockton 


England clergymen returned 
from a fact-finding tour in 
Bakersfield, Calif., where they 
walked the picket. lines and talk- 
ed to farm workers and owners, 
in response to Cesar Chavez’ 
plea issued to “clergy to help put 
down violence being used against 
farm strikers by hired Teamster 
thugs. The farmworkers on strike 
from the grape and lettuce fields 
are being attacked while exer- 
cising the only nonviolent means 
to gaining better working cond- 
tions.’”’ Bakersfield was the site 
of the arrests of over 2200 
strikers. 

A statement signed by the 
returning clergy read in part, 
experiences have con- 
firmed that the balance of justice 
leans in favor of Cesar Chavez 
and his dispossessed United 
Farm Workers. As members of 
one another, united in un- 
breakable bonds of community 
with God, we recognize that our 
actions in Massachusetts affect 
for good or ill, the well-being of 
our brothers and sisters in 
California. Therefore, we join 
with the 25 Roman Catholic 
bishops of New England in ad- 
vocating a boycott of all table 
grapes and iceberg lettuce which 
does not bear the symbol of the 
United Farm Workers AFL-CIO, 
the Black Aztec Eagle.” 

Bostonians are warned to look 
out for scab grapes and lettuce 
being dumped on the market at a 
cheaper price. 

The U.F.W. is in critical 
negotiations presently and if the 
boycott continues to spread and 
be supported in this area, 
possibly Boston could turn the 
tide.

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the Rat Strikes Again Amherst 


By Alec Dubro 

Eric Walgren, known generally as Eric 
the Rat, has confounded his critics and 
won a major court victory over the town of 
Amherst, a victory that promises to 
become a milestone case in the foggy area 
of the rights of young voters. 

Walgren, 34, a flamboyant, slightly 
bizarre and unabashedly radical figure in 
the generally dull arena of Amherst town 
politics,has been engaged in legal guerrilla 


_warfare with the town since last winter 


when he decided to run for the Board of 
Selectmen. A combination of confusing 
rulings and de facto disenfranchisement 
on the part of the town government led 
Walgren to haul Amherst into court. That 
move culminated last week in the US Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals in Boston when the 
three judge panel overturned an earlier 


dismissal of Walgren’s case and remanded | 


the question back to US District Court, a 
question the Court voted was “both broad 
and deep.” 

It all began when Walgren decided to 
step outside his usual role as a street 
radical and to run for town office. 
Walgren’s tactics during the student 
strike of 1970 had earned him several 
well-publicized arrests. These and other 
brushes with the law, plus~a partially 
deserved reputation for exceedingly outre 
behavior, meant that the generally liberal 
establishment of Amherst was none too 
sanguine about having Eric the Rat in 
their midst. 

Eric the Rat and several other people 
had already formed a loose organization 
platform of ‘‘radical conservation” and a 
more open form of government. While it 
was not a particularly threatening plat- 
form, many of the town’s older and es- 
tablished citizens apparently thought so. 
So, while no direct move was made to 
block Walgren from participating in 
government, many of the selectpeople 
received demanding—and according to 
Michael Sullivan, present chairman of 
the Selectmen—obscene phone calls from 
straight townspeople that the government 
not “knuckle under to Eric the Rat.” 

What brought matters to a head last 
winter was the issue of election dates. 
Amherst, under a Representative Town 
Meeting form of government, holds a 
caucus prior to the regular elections to 
narrow down to two the number of can- 
didates for each office. It is open to every 
registered voter and is really nothing more 
than a primary election. As has been 
customary, the caucus was scheduled for 
January. However, the January 19 date 
coincided with the recess between 
semesters at UMass, a time when many, if 
not most, of the newly enfranchised 18-21 
year old voters would be out of town. 

Walgren protested to the town and at 
first the Board of Selectmen acceded to 
his request to change the date, but then 
reversed themselves and stated that the 
rules forbade them to change the election 
dates. This Walgren later termed, 
“wallowing in the mud of established 
order.’’ He appeared before the board on 
December 11, 18, 19, and 28 in an effort to 
change their minds. Unable to do so, he 
then sought an injunction from Judge 
Frank Freedman of US District Court in 
Boston, an action which outraged. many 
townspeople more than any of Walgren’s 
previous moves, for it cost the town 
money. 


Class Action 


Walgren is a graduate of Rutgers Law 
School and pled the case pro se (without 
counsel) as a class action. As he states it: 
“This was not a precipitous litigation. I 
gave the town every opportunity to cor- 
rect their lawless conduct. But, they 
created even more lawless conduct when 
they changed the dates back.” 

Freedman, a former mayor of 
Springfield, denied the request for a tem- 
porary restraining order without, Walgren 
felt, a sufficient evidentiary hearing. 
Freedmafi dismissed the case on two 
grounds, 1) a summary judgement, and 2) 
he felt the plaintiffs failed to state a 
Federal or. constitutional case. He also 
noted that absentee ballots were available 
to the students. In other words, there was 
no case. On January 19, as planned, the 
caucus went ahead and Eric came in 
third, eliminating him from the race. 

‘Undaunted, Walgren, along with Elliot 
Sherman and Lynn Glusco appealed the 
decision. Walgren possesses the in-

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The Globe Parrots the Park Plaza Line

Like a well-trained parrot for the White 
administration’s view of what downtown 


Boston should be like, the Boston Globe . 


came out with another in its line of pro- 
Park Plaza editorials last week. 

It was really no surprise. The Globe has 
squawked a pro-Plaza editorial each time 
the city has trotted out its plans for the 
controversial project, and last .week’s 
editorial kept that record intact. 

But to those who carefully monitor the 


newspaper’s inner workings, the 


appearance of the latest editorial was ac- 
companied by a spate of rumors. 
There is, in the first place, the suspicion 


that Globe State House bureau chief. 


Kenneth Campbell was dumped from 
that post because of his stories on un- 
savory tactics by the Mayor White ad 
ministration. 

On July 1, Campbell began a series of 
articles on pressure tactics used by the 
Mayor to push his massive project 
through. On July 16, nine days before the 
editorial, Campbell was removed from the 
State House and became an “urban 
writer.” 

Secondly, there are rumors that Globe 
editor-in-chief Tom Winship was begin- 
ning to waver in his pro-Plaza position (“I 
know he could have been swayed,” said 
one source) and that the-editorial was 
printed behind his back. Winship was on 


appeared. 


The Globe’s owners, however, were not. 
In fact, the Taylors — president John and 
publisher Davis — played key roles in the 
discussions leading to the editorial. 

One story has it-that the Taylors’ in‘ 
terest was motivated, at least in part, by/a 
desire not to offend the White administra- 
tion. A proposed half-million dollar addi- 
tion to the Globe building is now awaiting 
city approval. 


The Meetings 


In the midst of the rumors, this much is 
known: the appearance of the editorial 
was preceded by at least two meetings in 
the Globe’s offices with Park Plaza 
proponents and opponents. The 
developers chosen for the project, Mort 
Zuckerman and Edward Linde, were in- 
vited over to present their views and 


_ Joseph Lund, the chairman of the R. M. 


Bradley Co. and a Plaza critic, presented 
his. 

Present at both sessions were Charles 
Whipple, the paper’s chief editorial writer 
and Kenneth Campbell, the State House 
reporter who had been covering the Plaza 
story. 

John and Davis Taylor were also pre- 
sent at both meetings. 

Winship attended only the meeting 
with Lund, while Robert Healy, the 
paper’s executive editor, attended only 


the Zuckerman-Linde session. And 
Winship was in fact on vacation when the 
editorial ran. 

“J didn’t even know we had done an 
editorial on it,” said Winship when reach- 
ed at home last Thursday, “until I called 


the office on another matter and my — 


secretary told me.” 

“One of the first things you learn in this 
business,”’ said Winship, “is that when 
you go on vacation, you don’t even read 
the paper.” 

Winship refused to discuss his present 
feelings on Park Plaza and referred all 
questions to executive editor Healy. 

“Tom and I have a ground rule,” said 
Healy. “He doesn’t interfere with me 
when he’s out of town and I don’t interfere 
with him.” - 

Healy said he could not recall for cer- 
tain whether he had discussed the actual 
content of the editorial with Winship. 

“I know we discussed the business of 
doing the editorial,” said Healy. “But I 
thought we had more time. I thought we 
had till September.” 


Healy said that once the most recent - 


round of public hearings on the renewal 
plan drew to a conclusion, it was decided 
that the time was right for a -Plaza 
editorial. (In fact, however, the hearings 
will continue again on August 3). Healy

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Violent Attacks Gay Men Seen Increasing

It’s a fine prelude to paralysis. 
Everybody seems to know it’s happening, 
nobody wants to believe it’s happening 
because it’s scary, and while there might 
be a hest of immediate responses possible, 
nothing but a massive cultural change 
canbe a satisfactory denoument. 

Specifically— and emphatically, since 

beating and murder of a gay brother 
in the Arboretum—what’s happening is 
an apparently increasing number of 
violent attacks on gay men. 

The black banner sitting on top of the 
Gay Community News’ flower-power 
nameplate last week complained, 
“Violence continues...’’ Front page stories 
warned of a flower and grafitti-painted 
van which is allegedly cruising the Block, 
picking up and beating up gays, told of an 
assault on a woman and reported creation 
of a brand new Gay Defense Committee 
for Boston. 

‘Boston Police Det. Sgt. John Daley, who 
is running the investigation of the Ar- 
boretum slaying, when asked if he thinks 
there’s a wave of violence coming down on 
gay heads, replied, “‘Of course there is, 
And a lot of it goes unreported.” 

Already in gay gathering places, stories 
of beatings and robberies are com- 
monplace, and the paranoia may well in- 
crease: one of the stratagems posed by the 
Gay Defense Committee is a leafleting of 
the bars and major open cruising spots 
warning of the danger about. 

Last week, I met a friend who, an hour 
earlier while cruising the Fens, had been 
slashed in a robbery attempt. 

“As usual.” he said as we walked 
towards the Pru, his bandage showing 
‘through a six-inch cut in his shirt, “I was 
walking through the Fenway Victory 
Garden area—a very big cruising place. I 
saw someone, he.saw me, we looked at 
each other, and we went into this sort of 


private area. 


“He pulled a knife.on me and said, 
‘Give me your money.’ And as he was do- 
ing it, I sort of freaked out. I got really 
pissed and I hit him, hard as I could, and 
ran. He went flying a bit, but he caught 


~ his balance, and as I was running away, 


he slashed me in the back. Not very deep, 
just a cut. I kept running. I was very 
freaked, and it took me a few minutes to 
realize what had happened.” 

My friend had obviously been sexually 
identified. A faggot. A queer. Fair game 
for a robber’s knife. And a good chance 
that he would not (as proved to be the 
case) call in the police to get the mugger. 
Even those gay people not in the closet are 
often reluctant to ask for police help—for 
reasons explained later in this piece. 


It’s Not New 


Local gay activist Charles Shively, |

The Murder at the Arboretum 


ting concern about violence in the local 
gay community was the murder, July 

~ 13, of Jeremiah Lynch, 21, of Garrison 
St., Boston. 

Lynch and a companion, Stephen 
Tuscher, 22, of Wayland, were lured 
into a car with six other men that night 
with promises of “‘booze, some pot and 
a lot of fun.” 

The “fun” took place at the South 
Gate entrance tothe Arboretum. Accor- 
ding to police, there was no sex in- 
volved. The eight men got out of the 
car, talked for a while, and then Lynch 
and Tuscher were beaten, stabbed, 
robbed, and dropped into a nearby 
sewer. Tuscher, who was stabbed, later 
crawled out of the sewer, and eventual- 
ly got to a hospital. Lynch suffocated 
in the mud and water of the sewer. 

There have now been two arrests in 
the case. Murder complaints have 


been issued against Robert Ray, 23,

an additional charge against him of 
assault by means of a dangerpus 
weapon. 

According to Det. Sgt. John Daley of 
Homocide, the suspects were picked 
out from a series of photos shown the 
surviving victim. The identification, 
said Daley, was positive, but police 
have decided to have Tuscher identify 
the two suspects in a line-up before the 
formal arraignment takes place. 

That identification and the arraign- 
ment were to have taken place last 
Thursday, but were postponed because 
Tuscher was again in the hospital, this 
time “for another reason.” 

The suspects have been released on 
bail, at their own recognizance, at the 
police’s suggestion. The investigation, 
and search for the other four men in- 
volved, continues. “This case is far 
from being closed,’ said Daley. 


tivists who are calling “too much atten- 
tion” to the life. He tells of an incident 
which happened to him in the summer of 
’63—a good few years before the lavender 
zap began. 

“T met this fellow with a yellow figured 
shirt and went into the weeds with him on 
the Fenway,” Shively said. ‘We were near 
the water where there was a slight em- 
bankment. He pulled this rusty 
pocketknife out and put it to my throat 
and said something about ’ ‘give me your 
money.’ 

“T took hold of his arm and just pulled 
him over my shoulder and threw him into 
the mud. He cried and asked me, ‘Why’d 
you have to do that?’ This was his first 
robbery and his male ego was quite crush- 
ed. We talked awhile, and agreed to meet 
again on the Fenway. 

“When we met again, he told me about 
an older man he’d met on Commonwealth 
Avenue and stabbed -to death. He said. 


he’d got nervous or didn’t like his looks or . 


he was getting nasty. 

“I didn’t see him again.” 

In Shively’s case, there had again been 
the sexual identification, and resultant 
violence. That time, the violence had 
been connected with sex. Which it isn’t 
always. Sometimes the motive is neither 
robbery nor the desire for sex. 

Three weeks ago, a trio of gays were 
walking home on Beacon Hill. It had been 
a fun Friday night (actually, it was about 
4 a.m. Saturday morning) and the three 
were, in their own words, rather wrecked. 
But they claimed not to be making a lot of 
noise, or doing a lot of camping. Their 
dress was also not terribly outlandish. 


One was wearing overalls and platform 
shoes, another had on a bright shirt. 

“As we got to this intersection,” 
remembers Jimmy, “this car pulled up 
beside us, and the man sitting by the 
right-hand front window said something, 
and started calling names.” 

“The driver of the car,” interjected 
Tom, the second member of the trio, 
“lobbed a full can of beer over the car and 
hit Danny on the head. Just after that, 
Jimmy threw a little bowl of sherbet he 
had at the guy who had made the 
remark.” 

“After that.” said Jimmy, “things 
happened very fast.” 

The trio split up, going different ways. 
Jimmy ran to his nearby apartment, get- 
ting safely into the doorway. From his 
window, he could see the car of what were 
described as college-age jock types roaring 
by with its lights off. 

Tom had headed one dinection, but 
decided to turn back, go up the hill and 
check on Danny’s condition. That -was a 
mistake. As he was running he was hit by 
a quart of beer thrown from the car. He 
kept running but then turned back to 
meet with a fist from one of the assailants, 
who had since left the car. His nose was 
broken by one blow. Another fist chipped 
some teeth. “I went down and curled into 
a ball.” said Tom. “It would have been 
even worse had I tried to fight back. They 


kicked me for a while,-calling me names, 


and then left.” 

Danny was caught at another place. A 
kick to his head gave him a concussion 
which still makes him dizzy. 


Politics and Police 


In none of the instances mentioned 
above was a report made to the police. 
The reasons for not asking for that kind of 
help have different emphasis—but they 
boil down to the gays’ lack of confidence 
in and mistrust of the Boston blues. 

For my friend who was cut in the 
Fenway, -the reasoning goes as follows: 
“The reason I was so pissed was not that I 
could have been seriously hurt. I was very 
angry that I had to be in that situation at 
all. 

“It s very difficult in our society to find 
a male companion, and one ends up hav- 
ing to go into situations where one can be 
ripped off or hurt. For most straight peo- 
ple there's a way they can meet somebody 
and have sex with them without putting 
themselves in a place they can get hurt. 

‘We've got to change the society so that 
gay people aren't so desperate, and don't 
have to subject themselve to possible 
violence in order to meet other people. 
We've got to change the society so that 
people who are out robbing and doing suff 
like that don’t have to do that. 

‘What if I'd the guy? You see, 
he's in a desperate situation too, where he 
has to come at me with a knife and go 
through the scene he went through, acting 
like he was cruising. If he’s in such a bad 
situation, something is wrong. It’s not go- 
ing to do any good for me to try to bring 
that guy to ‘justice.’ Because there are 
thousands just like him. Because in court, 
he’ll just get screwed even more.” 

For Shively, there is an unwritten gay 
law not to report beatings and robberies. 
“First of all.’ he said, ‘the police aren't 
going to do anything except maybe beat 
you up or hassle you. Secondly, even if the 
attacker could be found, it’s your word 
against his, and he can always say you 
solicited or molested him and he was only 
defending: his manhood.” 

Also, Shively noted that reporting the 
place of a beating or robbery—if it’s the 
Block, Fenway, the Other Side, or 
Esplanade—can result in, getting the 
place closed down. The apparent. consen- 
sus within the gay community is that 
while the bar and open-air cruising aren’t 
the ultimate possibilities for making con- 
tact, they’re what does exist, and for the 
interim, are necessary for the gay life. 

‘‘It’s very much like the rape 
‘problem,’ Shively commented. ‘!Men 
have assumed that the best way to pre- 
vent rape is by locking women up and 
have concluded that any woman 
assaulted is at fault if she isn’t accom- 
panied by a guard or locked up. With 
faggots, the assumption is first of all that 
we are not daily threatened with assult 
and murder. Secondly, that if we are, it’s 
our own fault.” 

Jimmy remembers being in a Cam- 
bridge apartment, having rocks thrown

Is Watergate Committee Probing Link to JFK’s Death? 


By Carl Oglesby 
Is the Ervin committee probing a 
Watergate connection with JFK’s 
death? Richard Sprague, an associate 
of McCord lawyer Bud Fensterwald on 
the Committee to Investigate 
Assassinations told me in a phone in- 
terview last week that at the request of 
the Ervin committee he had met in 
May with two committee investigators 
to go over in detail his leads tracing 
elements of the JFK assassination 
team into the community of anti- 
Castro Cuban exiles gathered around 
Carlos Prio Socorras in Miami. 


Sprague learned later that these leads 
were being followed up, when Miami 
Herald reporter Rod Elder came across 
the Ervin investigators in his own pur- 
suit of the Fernandez - Rojan - Segretti 
story. 

I reached an assistant counsel of the 
Ervin committee for verification of this 
story last week and was told that it was 
not true. ““‘We’ve heard the stories of a 
tie-in between Watergate and Dallas, 
but we’re not now investigating it. 
Maybe after the public hearings.” 
Then was it not true that the com- 


mittee’s investigators were in Miami 
shortly after talking with. Sprague to 
check out his leads?’ “Yes, but that 
was'to check out the background of the 
Watergate Cuban-Americans, ‘not to 
get into JFK’s death.” 

I reached Sprague again the next 
night to present him this denial and he 
agreed with the committee lawyer that 
no direct JFK probe was taking place. 
“But the fact remains,” he said, “that 
when you are investigating people like 
Sturgis and Fernandez and others 
around Socorras, you are investigating 


a group from which the people in- 


.volved in Dallas were enlisted.”

Meanwhile, the French newspaper Le

coup. The Cambodian government invites 
western journalists to inspect the ship 
before it is returned to US control. Some 
newsmen agree. One of these was Fred 
Emery of The Times of London. “In the 
hour on board,” he wrote, ‘‘it was impossi- 
ble to verify the cargo meticulously. Cap- 
tain Donald Swann stated that all five 
holds carried napalm and were the same 
as the one we saw — tightly packed with 
open sided crates carrying (the napalm) 
canisters.” 

A New York Times reporter wrote, “In, 
the hold that was inspected the cargo’ 


appeared intact,” Jeff Williams, the AP 
reporter, remembers Captain Swann as - 


being ‘‘nervous and sweaty” throughout 


the inspection. 

After the inspection, the Eagle leaves 
Cambodia but does not continue on to 
Thailand. Instead, the Eagle sails to the 
US Naval Base at Subic Bay, the Philip- 
pines, where its napalm cargo is discharg- 
ed. Aiter unloading at Subic Bay, the ship 
returns to the States where the 
crewmembers are interviewed by the FBI 
before going ashore. 

Meanwhile, the two mutineers are un- 
der house arrest in Cambodia. They have 
guards but are allowed to move about. On 
March 25, Fred Emery interviews them. 
“McKay and Glatkowski were eager to 
tell their story,’ Emery reported. “Both 
denied they were ‘pill-popping, 
marijuana-smoking hippies” ’ as other 
crewmen reported. 

“McKay, who took the lead in telling 
the story, said they . . . had done it 
because ‘we were sympathetic with the 
Asians, and while not an authority on the 
war in Vietnam, I respect the opinions of 
people who are authorities, like Bertrand 
Russell and Jean-Paul Sarte, who said the 
war in Asia was genocide.” 

McKay told Emery it was a strange 
coincidence that “Prince Sihanouk was 
deposed at this time.” Both men “looked 
pained” when told the Communists were 
saying the incident was a plot by the Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency. McKay said, 
“It’s an SDS plot,” and his partner 
echoed, ‘‘An SDS plot more than 
anything.” But they said they were not 
SDS members themselves.

The facts establish that the Columbia 
Eagle may well have been running guns 
and that the hijacking was a cover story. 
John P. Clark, Director of Ship 
Operations for the Military Sea Lift Com- 
mand, who chartered the Columbia 
Eagle, told the Phoenix the other day: 

“We simply would not have sent the 
ship out with only 1,700 tons,” he said, 


“we would not do it.” 

And an agent of the American Export 
Lines corroborated this: ‘I doubt the hell 
out of that figure. 

“If she went out like that, she went out 
empty.” 

Was there something else in the four 
unseen holds not listed on the ship’s 
manifest? Perhaps.

In any case, what of the fate of McKay 
and Glatkowski? 

They remained together under house 
arrest until Nov. 2, 1970 when McKay es- 
caped from his guards through a men’s 
room window in a Phnom Penh 
restaurant. He has never been recaptured. 


On Dec. 15, 1970 Alvin Glatkowski was 
turned over to US Embassy officials in 
Phnom Penh. He said his only regret was 
that he “‘didn’t sink the ship.” 


Back in California, he was declared 
sane and on March 3, 1971 pleaded guilty 
to charges of assault and mutiny and was 
sentenced to 10 years. The US District 
Judge sent him to Lompoc, a minimum 
security prison in California to undergo 
“intensive psychotherapy”. Once he tried 


to escape.

To oon the Columbia Eagle affair was

State Officials Fog Clean Air Hearings 


By Howard Husock 

Some called it a firecracker, others 
compared it with a kick in the shins or a 
stepping on toes. Some, less metaphoric, 
contented themselves with 
characterizations of a “good start.”’ In 
fact, about the only thing common to 
descriptions of the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency and its transportation control 
plan for cleaning Boston’s air was the 
word “but’’. It appeared in a myriad of 
contexts: 

“T’m in favor of clean air, but...” 

“No one can disagree with your goals, 

“But,” said the Governor of the Com- 
monwealth, “as we attempt to save our 
cities from polluted air, we must not 
destroy them with cures that are ex- 
treme.” | 

“So it was that last week’s two days and 
one evening of EPA’s public hearings on 
its planned limitations on automobiles to 
force Massachusetts compliance with the 
Clean Air Act 1975 standards were tinged 
with disbelief. Right there in Fanueil 
Hall, where federalism, in part, began, 
the federal government, through EPA 
regional administrator John McGlennon, 
had the audacity to tell this sovereign 
Commonwealth what it ought to do. And, 
more, it told us that we should have done 
it already, and had failed to do so. 

It was not really unlike the feds going to 
Birmingham with the Civil Rights Act. 
Certainly the auto is at least as sacrosanct 
to the Northeast as segregation was to the 
South. Do you mean to tell me, asked 
witnesses, that I’m going to have to give up 
my car one day a week ( as the EPA 
proposed for peak summer pollution 
periods within Rt. 128)? Five dollars to 
park déwntown? Two hundred dollars for 
a catalytic converter for the station 
wagon? Few people would admit to une- 
quivocal opposition, but most were quick 
to attack the plans as, in the Governor’s 
words, “unfeasible and unworkable”. My 
car is my livelihood, agreed clothing 
salesmen, auto dealers and the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce. Others, like Rep

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The Monster Gets Ready to Snare Hub Voters

It lies on the map of Boston like a 
creature washed up from the sea. Its head 
is Winthrop. Its body is East Boston. Its 
legs are the North End, Beacon Hill and 
Back Bay. Its tail, Cambridge. 

The monster is known as the Second 
Suffolk Senatorial District, and it con- 
tains some of the more volatile political 
turf in the Commonwealth. 

Its problems are nightmares. East 
Boston and Winthrop have to cope with a 
noisy, expanding international airport. 
Boston’s West End and Cambridge’s 
Kendall Square have been gutted by ur- 
ban renewal, while parts of the North End 
await a similar fate. Beacon Hill may 
soon live under the shadow of a Park 
Plaza renewal project. And in the same 
gangling district, Central and East Cam- 
bridge neighborhoods keep a wary eye on 
real estate developers and expansionist 
universities lest they, too, be smothered 
with high rises. 

The whole area is snarled with 
highways, and more may be coming. 
Everywhere in the district the New 
Boston bandwagon has attracted 
developers and speculators. Rents have 
doubled and tripled. Families have ex- 
ited. Once-stable communities cling for 
life. Those who care to remain in the heart 
of the beast find themselves in a 
demoralizing battle against powerful 
private institutions, government 
authorities and big money boys who 
usually seem to win. 

Somehow the state legislature, in all its 
wisdom, decided recently that a single 
person should have the terrifying respon- 
sibility of representing in the state Senate 
this solar plexus of metropolitan Boston. 
So new and strange, in fact, is the Second 
Suffolk District that its enormity hasn’t

had time to sink in — either with the 
politicians or the voters. 

On August 14, a special primary elec- 
tion is being held in the Second Suffolk to 
fill the vacant seat of Sen. Mario Umana 
of East Boston. Umana retired this spring 
to a judgeship on the Boston Municipal 
Court, a reward for his 20-year Senate 
career. Well respected by liberals and his 
colleagues, Umana had become Senate 
Majority Leader and one of the most 
powerful Democrats in the state. 

Drooling over Umana’s seat, with its 
aura of power and influence, are seven 
Democrats and two Republicans. Most of 
them come from East Boston. None of 
them has a big reputation outside his or 
her own neighborhood. 

The real action is in the Democratic 
primary, where the front-runners are 
presently two state representatives from 
East Boston, George DiLorenzo and 
Emanuel ‘Gus’ Serra. DiLorenzo is a 


familiar face around the State House 
whose current popularity is based largely 
upor his ‘standing on streetcorners and 
yelling about the imminent black inva- 
sion of East Boston. Serra is a young, slick 
vote getter. 

Another young East Boston candidate, 
Michael LoPresti Jr., is right up there in 
the running on his first time out. He has 
connections in high places, like the 
office. 

e most left-leaning candidate is 
Michael Amato of Cambridge. He started 
late and is campaigning with nowhere 
near the fervor of East Boston candidates, 
-but he should pull a lot of Barney Frank- 
style votes from Beacon Hill, Back Bay 
and Cambridge. He is distinguished by 
having a consistent left-liberal line and 
endorses gay rights, social welfare 
programs, etc. 


Another non-East Boston candidate . 


with a liberal edge is Pasquale 


Buonopane, a Beacon Hill attorney whose 
platform includes such things as legaliza- 
tion of marijiana and free public transit. 

The latter two candidates have the 
deck stacked against them, in that a lot of 
their potential supporters don’t know 
there’s an election going on. Student- 
populated Beacon Hill, Back Bay and 
Central Square, Cambridge (Boston 
Ward 5 and Cambridge Ward 4) were just 
tacked onto the senatorial district two 
years ago, and this is the first real senate 
contest these areas have seen since then. 
Umana was a shoo-in the last time they 
voted. . 

An East Boston candidate has 
everything going for him. His home town 
plus the neighboring Italian communities 
of Winthrop and the North End could 
cast as many as two-thirds of the votes in 
this election. Into this little Italian 
kingdom surrounding the harbor, a youth- 
oriented liberal can hardly make a dent.

In many quarters of East Boston, giving a 
speech’ on gay liberation would be 
masochistic, if not suicidal. 

East Boston does have some strong pop- 
ulist tendencies, but this campaign has 
buried them under a pile of demagoguery. 
The hottest issue in Eastie is a phony one 
trumped up by George DiLorenzo — 
desegregation and school busing. No one 
has proposed that East Boston children 
be bussed, since they’re separated from 
black neighborhoods by many miles and 
a tunnel. George likes to raise the spectre, 
nonetheless. 

Mike Amato, in turn, calls DiLorenzo’s 
“capitalizing on racism” one of the 
biggest issues of the campaign. 


Candidates in the Democratic primary 
are: 

George DiLorenzo. When the city 
tried to build some scattered-site public 
housing in East Boston, DiLorenzo went 
to street corners, stood on the roof of his 
car and asked loudly if people wanted 
their sisters to marry black men. On one 
hand the most militant politician ever to 
fight Logan Airport (he drove through a 
police barricade when Wood Island Park 
was being bulldozed into a runway),*he 
has pulled a lot of punches when it comes 
to the day-to-day fight against airport ex- 
pansion. As a five-term rep, he’s clung to 
the middle of the road and introduced 
anti-busing bills. He’s a truly old- 
fashioned politican who’s built a solid 


following by doing a million little personal 
favors. 

Emanuel ‘Gus’ Serra. The image and 
record of this two-time East Boston state 
representative are pretty clean, and he’s 
made some good minor moves on tax 
reform. He never takes the Port Authority 
(Logan’s owner) head on. He’s gotten peo- 
ple jobs from the Port Authority, so they 
can’t be too mad at him. He’s cam- 
paigning on ecology issues, favors more 
public housing for the elderly, is against 
busing and votes for Middle America. 


Michael LoPresti. He knows his way 
around the State Senate, but so do the 
messenger boys. This East Bostonian is 
campaigning on his experience as a 
legislative aide with Sen. Umana and 
others, for whom he helped draft legisla- 
tion. He is courageously on record in favor 
of more consumer protection laws and 
recreation facilities, and against busing. 
His father was state senator before 
Umana and owns a string of bars and 
restaurants at the airport. His connec- 
tions give him the support of Mayor 
White’s machine, labor bosses, and the 
ADA. 


Pasquale Buonopane. This Beacon Hill 
lawyer has a lot of pizzaz. He was the only 
one who had the nerve to run against 
Umana last time and he passes out packs 
of reefer paper with his smiling, balding 
head right where the Zig-Zag man should 


be. He wants grass legal and the MBTA 
free for all. He campaigns against crime 
and the pollution of Logan Airport and 
the Charles River. A really dark horse. 


Michael Amato. Considered a fine 
fellow in liberal and left-liberal circles. He 
grew up in Eastie and now lives in Cam- 
bridge, where he has run for state 
representative. He comes out of a working 
class-academic-OEO background, and set 
up poverty programs in East Boston and 
the North End. He at one time headed the 
liberal (as opposed to the radical) move- 
ment for rent control in Cambridge. He 
says he supports 24-hour daycare, 
neighborhood clinics funded by the state, 
graduated income tax, prisoners’ rights, 
legalized abortion, busing, better public 
transit, gay rights and the women’s move- 
ment. He thinks the state should create 
jobs for all the unemployed, and that the 
Port of Boston should be rebuilt to create . 
jobs and that high-speed rail should 
replace some Logan traffic. He’s against 
Park Plaza. He’s friendly to the Walpole 
movement and is endorsed by the 
Homophile Union of Boston. 


William P. Foley. No, he’s not the only 
non-Italian on the Democratic ticket. 
He’s a perennial Boston City Council can- 
didate who changed his name from In- 
traversato because he thought he’d have a 
better chance as an Irishman — a move he 
probably regrets in this election. He says 


he stands for good government and 
promises, if elected, to take $10,000 from 
his Senate salary and hold a lottery for 
the voters of the district. Ten lucky voters 
will get $1000 each for “their dedication to 
the system.” 


Fillipa Pizzi. For eight vears. this East 
Boston woman was elected to the State 
Democratic Committee. Last fall she lost 
to another woman who was supposedly 
supported by George DiLorenzo, and 
some suspect she’s out for revenge by cut- 
ting away a few of DiLorenzo’s votes. 
She's for tax reform, more help for the 
elderly and a better public transit system. 


Candidates in the Republican primary 
are: 
Vincent J. Manganello. An East 
Bostonian who's conservative and usually 
sides with the Port Authority when con- 
flicts come up in the community. He's ac- 
tive in civic and charitable organizations 
and helped set up East Boston's poverty 
office. 


Anne B.R. Witherby. A Beacon Hill 
woman who's served nine years on the 
Republican State Committee. She's in- 
volved in development corporation set up 
by the hospitals in the area and is helping 
to write plans for ‘‘upgrading”’ the North 
Slope of Beacon Hill with doctors’ and 
nurses’ housing, offices and super- 
markets. She’s only in favor of a modified 
ParkPlaza with middle-income housing.

most up-front in his testimony. Not only 
were the plans unthinkable, impractical, 
and unworkable, but “frankly, Mr. Chair- 
man, they’re unbelievable.” 

Thus Mr. McGlennon, a former state 
legislator who seemed to relish his holy 
mission, constantly had to remind those 
in attendance that, within two weeks 
(August 15), he’d have to announce a final 
plan to clean Boston’s air. The plan would 
ease in this October and be in full effect by 
May, 1974 in order for Boston to comply 
with “the law of the land”. You can thank 
( or blame) Ed Muskie for that. The Clean 
Air Act was his project and he pushed it 
through with teeth instead of the dentures 
favored by Mr. Nixon. Gov. Sargent can, 
as he ha: »romised to do, beg Congress for 
repeal or delay of the air standards, but 
it’s hard to envision a sane Congress pass- 
ing a “dirty air act.”’ And it’s harder still 
to imagine the federal courts, whose deci- 
sion forced the EPA to refrain from gran- 
ting so-called “clean air extensions”, will 

- suddenly back down after going this far. 
It’s all for real—this is what all that 
ecology talk comes down to. 


McGlennon in a preface to the hearings, 
“is a radical change in life style. It will 
take some sacrifice . . . but it’s time to end 
our addiction to the auto.” 

Indeed the auto, especially for Boston 
among the 40-odd cities the EPA is now 
dealing with, is the crux of the matter. The 
auto is the primary source of the 
hydrocarbons and carbon monoxide that 
must be reduced by 50 percent by May, 
1975. These are the contaminants that set 
off heart attacks, emphysema, lung 
cancer, and, according to Dr. Stephen 
Ayers of UMass, currently make it actual- 
ly unhealthy to bicycle or jog in downtown 
Boston. It seems the carbon monoxide 
just gets into your bloodstream faster 
when you exercise. 

Perhaps, then, the most important and 
revealing aspect of the EPA hearings was 
not, as daily press accounts implied,, 
whether harsh auto restrictions would 
take effect. Some of them surely will. In 


“What we're talking about,” said John - 


fact, McGlennon’s most frequent 
questions to public officials (such as Gov. 

Sargent and Atty. Gen. Quinn) was “will 
you enforce these regulations even if 
you don’t agree with them?” In other 
words, are you going to stand in the school 
house door with a gas mask on? 


The Real Show 


The real show at Fanueil Hall was the 
reaction of so-called environmentalists 
like Sargent the Road-Stopper who 
suddenly found that ecology was a sizzl- 
ing firecracker. 

“We have made great progress in the 
battle for clean air,” said the Governor, 
contrary to the facts that brought the 
EPA into the fray. “I’m no newcomer to 
the fight for clean air,” said Transporta- 
tion Secretary Alan Altschuler. Still, both 
men, like the majority of officials who 
testified, proceeded to use the EPA as a 
combination villain/scapegoat in an effort 
to assure a car-oriented electorate that 
our ’’responsible”’ officials were not 
behind these wild-eyed federal schemes. 
The Governor, moreover, seemed es- 
pecially eager to placate the increasingly 
ravenous ‘‘business community’’, 
already angered over the November 
highway moratorium, and seemingly con- 
vinced that traffic jams on Washington 
St. are good for business. 

The criticisms of the EPA were, 
however, nothing br* inadvertent self- 
indictment on the part of. both the 
Sargent administration and the General 
Court. The presence of the EPA in the 
city confirms what federal officials have 
known for a while: the state has done vir- 
tually nothing in the fight against air 
pollution except talk. The embarrassing 
hearings are just what the state deserved 
for its own failures. 

The most immediate of those failures 
was that of the state Bureau of Air Use 
Management; whose lack of a state clean 
air plan forced the EPA to hastily design 
its own. 

A much broader -failure has come, 
however, 6n the legislative front whose 
setbacks speakers absurdly blamed on the 
federal officials. The EPA was attacked 
for not considering high-speed rail con- 
struction, for not limiting Logan Airport 


flights with their exhaust fumes. for not 
pushing for improved MBTA service; for 
not including bike paths in its plans; and 
for not leaning on Congress to tap the 
Highway Trust Fund’s gas taxes for mass 
transit. Yet a look at the state 
legislature's records on those same issues 
reveals something less than concern. 

More. than 200 bills that would have 
limited airport air and noise pollution at 
Logan have been killed by the lobbying 
power of the Port Authority. A bill that 
would have given a toll discount to com- 
muting cars with more than two oc- 
cupants was defeated this year. (McGlen- 
non estimated that if 25 percent of com- 
muters switched to car pools the EPA 
could scrap all its plans.) Bills to con- 
struct bike paths are mired in committee. 
A state constitutional amendment to 
divert gas tax revenue to mass transit (the 
same battle being fought in Washington) 
required a special citizen petition drive to 
get on the November, 1974 ballot. The 
legislature had voted to kill the proposal. 
Almost laughed out of the transportation 
committee have been proposals for pre- 
paid MBTA and larger state con- 
tributions to the organization’s deficit. 
(The MBTA, by the way, sent no 
representative to the hearings that stand 
to make the public transportation system 
essential to the city). 

Worst of all, political in-fighting con- 
tinues to relegate the Governor’s far- 
reaching transportation reorganization 
bill — which would accomplish many of 
the purposes defeated in the votes listed 
above — to the hostile Joint Transporta- 
tion Committee. A member of Sargent’s 
own Republican party, House Transpor- 
tation Chairman Raymond R. Rourke of 
Lowell, continues to trumpet about the 
need for “better highways.” Rourke, at 
Fanueil Hall, called environmentalists 
“elitist suburban coupon clippers.” The 
reorganization bill is unlikely to make it 
to the floor of the legislature this session. 


“‘Ecology Stuff’’ 


If the EPA has-done anything, it will 
force the General Court to take all this 
“ecology stuff” a bit more seriously. 

Non-legislators like Attorney General 
and prospective Governor Robert Quinn 


are also castigating the EPA for not con- 
sidering stepped-up enforcement of ex- 
isting, and stringent, anti-pollution laws 
which come down especially hard on 
polluting autos. These laws have wallow- 
ed in neglect (see Boston Phoenix, June 
26), since passage three years ago. As the 
state’s chief law enforcement officer, 
Quinn might better have directed the 
question to himself. 

In fairness to public officials and to the 
public at large, it must be noted that the 
Fanueil Hall hearings were not, as 
reported in that bastion of objectivity, the 
Herald-American, "a steady stream of op- 
position.” Key support came from the 
Boston Air Pollution Control Commission 
(whose only negative comments were 
singled out by the Herald), Rep. Edmund 
Burke (D-Framingham),. Senate Chair- 
man of the Joint Transportation Com- 
mittee, as well as from key citizen groups 
like the GBC (Greater Boston Coalition 
on the Transportation Crisis), the Sierra 
Club, Audubon Society, and Common 


. Cause. 


And although Sargent and Quinn chose 
to fight rearguard actions to cover up their 
own inaction, the third gubernatorial. can- 
didate — Michael Dukakis of Brookline 
— supported the EPA. Unlike Transpor- 
tation Secretary Altschuler's view that 
auto controls within 128 would merely 
drive everyone out of town, Dukakis view- 
ed the proposals as a stepping stone 
toward. a general land-use policy for 
Eastern Massachusetts, a policy that 
would severly scrutinize construction of 
utterly highway-dependent projects like 
regional shopping malls and subdivision 
of green space to make housing not linked 
to mass transit. 

It would be difficult to rest content with 
the EPA proposals as a perfect plan to 
clean Boston’s air. But it is hardly a 


- measure of good faith on the part of state 


officials to not only fail to produce a clean 
air plan, but bitterly denounce the EPA. 
In a way, however, it’s not surprising. 
Auto-dependence, like race prejudice, is 
an affliction that cannot be purged merely 
by saying that it’s gone. The Governor has 
garnered national headlines for his 
highway moratorium, but next to the gold 
dome on Beacon St. he still has his own 
reserved parking space.

or general physical deterioration. 

I mentioned this to the Ervin com- 
mittee lawyer in the same conversation as 
above and asked if the committee was not 
under an obligation to guarantee the 
security of people under its subpoena. 
Maybe on the off chance that new monkey 
business was afoot, Hunt should be got 
under different custody. 

“‘He’s looked worse and worse in the 
past month coming in for staff inter- 
views,”” said the lawyer. “I’m not sure 
what we’re doing to protect him. It’s a 
good point. It was overlooked.” 

I have not been able to learn if anything 
was done to make sure Hunt is safe. It’s 
bloodcurdling in light of Hunt’s stroke to 
remember the prophecy made months ago 
by Sherman Skolnick’s aide Alex Bottos, 
“Hunt will never testify before the Ervin 
committee.’’ Hunt is the Watergatesman, 
recall, who blackmailed Nixon in the 
aftermath of the big June bust and whose 
wife Dorothy was killed in a suspicious 
airliner crash in Chicago last December. 

My associate Ann Koutso and I have 
delivered ourselves of the following letter 
on this matter to the chief of the Ervin in- 
vestigative staff: 

“Dear Mr. Terry Lenzner: We would 
like to bring to your attention that 
Watergate conspirator E. Howard Hunt 
has suffered what appears to be a ‘stroke’ 
at Danbury Federal Penitentiary. 

“Since Mrs. Dorothy Hunt, his wife and 


Watergate payoff lady, was killed in a 


plane crash and it now. appears that _ 


Hunt’s survival is questionable at best — 
should not some action be taken to ensure 
that he is receiving proper medical 
treatment? Because Mr. Hunt is a poten- 
tial witness before the Senate Select Com- 
mittee in the near future, we feel this is of 
vital concern to the Senate Select Com- 
mittee. 
“May we include one more point — 
that swift action be taken lest Mr. Hunt 
becomes mentally and physically in- 
competent — that his estate, from the 
viewpoint that it may contain vital 
Watergate information, be placed in the 
hands of a neutral and safe guardianship. 
“Please give etc. etc., AK and CO.” 


Harmonically related to this is the re- 
cent death of Lou Russell, an old-hand 
security cop employed by McCord 
Associates on the Republican convention 
security contract. He brought about a 
dozen checks in different amounts from 
McCord to Fensterwald’s Committee dur- 
ing a period in which McCord and 
Fensterwald are not supposed to have 
known each other (see Phoenix 6/12). 

The deatil was especially fascinating to 
those who see McCord as a double agent, 
someone who planted himself in the secret 
Nixon political police in order to expose 
it, as he did first in staging the Watergate 
arrest (the “bungling” was his doing) and 
later in telling all he knew to Sirica and 
Ervin and blowing the story open to its 
present epic scope. 

This version of McCord, by the way, 
first conceived in this column (Phoenix, 


April 3), was touted to British audiences 
in.an impressive articlein The Sunday 
Times of June 3, “Was James McCord a 
CIA Double Agent?” by Lewis Chester, 
Cal McCrystal, and Stephen Afis. Their 
thesis is exactly mine: they find McCord’s 
“CIA background mysteriously at odds 
with his role as so far revealed. 

“From the start of the affair,”’ they con- 
tinue, “there have been persistent rumors 
that one of the Watergate burglars sup- 
posedly working for Nixon’s re-election 
was in fact a double agent. hKIcCord now 
appears to be the most likely candidate. 
But who was he really working for? The 
startling suspicion arises that he still 
owed loyalty to the CIA — and that he 
had ‘planted’ himself to keep a check on 
the Nixon men.” 

Their analysis goes as follows: “The 
CIA has not for many years been a friend 
of America’s hard-line santi-communist 
right wing. Indeed, by 1970 its position in 
the American establishment had become 
very similar to the one it occupied in the 
McCarthyite era of the early fifties — the 
last redoubt of liberal i:tellectuals. 

“‘Nixon’s regime began with a change in 
the relationship between the CIA and the 
National Security Council. Whereas un- 
der previous Presidents, the head of the 
CIA was always present for Council 
meetings, Helms found that at the start of 
the Nixon era he was expected to present 
his report and then leave the room .. ..” 

They quote McCord at the Ervin 
hearings: “Based on a discussion with 
Robert Mardian in May, 1972, it 
appeared to me that the White House had 
for some time been trying to get political 
control over the CIA assessments and es- 


timates in order to make them conform to 
White House policy.” It was in order to 


‘prevent this that the McCord adventure 


took shape. -

Meanwhile comes news that 
Fensterwald is abou: to fold up the Com- 
mittee. 

Many regard Fensterwald as a high 
member if not the chief of an anti-Nixon 
liberal CIA command behind the Pen- 
tagon Papers affair as well as the 
Watergate entrapment of Nixon’s secret 
police. If this is anything like the truth, 
his reason for folaing the Committee is 
probably that it \:as served its purpose. 
The probability .ix very real that on the 
question of the mejor political murders of 
the sixties we are about to move beyond 
the phase of critical independent research 
and into the phas> of national-level court 
battle. Cox cannct prosecute the Sturgis 
of Watergate w:thout prosecuting the 
Sturgis of Dallas and the Bay of Pigs; like 
the Watergate investigators, he cannot 
piece out the stogjes of Martinez and Gon- 
zalez without piecing out the story of the 
Socorras organization, a story which the 
world is learning is peopled with the likes 
of Nixon, Lansky, Hughes, Hoffa, the 
greater Hunt . ... 

I was not able to reach Norman Mailer 
to firid out if Fensterwald was offering to 
turn over to him the Committee’s vast 
archives on the JFK, King and RFK 
killings or if Mailer was merely being 
solicited for money, but certain it is that 
he was scheduled to meet in Washington 
last Wednesday with a key Fensterwald 
associate to discuss the state of the Com- 
mittee and its work.

denied that the Taylors pushed hard for a 
pro-Plaza stance. 


“They (the Taylors) had been kind of 
open-minded,” said Healy. ‘““‘They weren’t 
committed either way until they heard 
both sides.” 

“I told them we were going to endorse it 
and did they have any feelings,” said 
Healy. “They said no, go ahead.” 

“They (the Taylors) wouldn’t have 
gotten involved in this one to the degree 
they did,” said Healy, “except the op- 


_ponents asked to come in and make a 


pitch to them.” 

Joseph Lund, the opponent who made 
the pitch, confirmed that he had re- 
quested a meeting with Davis Taylor to 
discuss Park Plaza. 

“T’ve known Dave since we were in short 
britches,” said Lund. 

Healy said that he became aware of the 
Globe’s request to put up an addition to 
its building when he returned from his 
vacation in mid-July. 

“One of my City Hall reporters told 
me,” said Healy. “That’s a business 
department problem. I had no reason to 
discuss it with the Taylors.” 

The man who wrote the editorial, 
Charles Whipple, also said he was under 
no pressure to take a pro-Plaza stance. 

“T received no orders on it,” said Whip- 
ple. “It was an honestly arrived-at posi- 
tion and I listened to both sides.” 

Whipple said he was unaware of the 
paper’s plans to put up an addition to its 
Morrissey Blvd. building. 

“I don’t know a goddamn thing about 
it,” said Whipple. “If that’s true, it’s news 
to me.” 


The Planned Addition 


Records on file at City Hall indicate 
that on May 18, the paper applied for a 
building permit to construct a two-story 
addition on the south side of the present 
building. A third story might be added in 


the future. 

Plans drawn up by the architectural 
firm of Ganteaume and McMullen in- 
dicate the building would be used to 
house new presses and an addition to the 
Globe mailroom. 

The estimated cost of construction, ac- 
cording to the application for a permit, is 
$454,000. The present Globe building, ac- 
cording to the same document, is worth 
$4.5 million plus. 

On June 8, Deputy Building Commr. 
Leo Martin denied the permit, citing two 
sections of the Boston Zoning Code. 

Martin said last week that under an 
amended code which became effective 
after the existing Globe building was con- 
structed, the proposed addition was too 
high and took up too much of the lot 
space. 

On July 2, attorney Paul Lambert of 
Bingham, Dana and Gould appealed the 
decision on behalf of the Globe. 

Lambert’s appeal cited the financial 
necessity of the proposed addition as well 
as the addition’s “significant economic 
benefits to the City of Boston” including 
“additional jobs and an increased tax 
base.”’ 

The matter will be heard by the city’s 


_ Board of Appeal on August 21. 


To sources both inside and outside of 
the Globe, the idea that the White ad- 
ministration would attempt to threaten 
the Globe through such a visible means as 
a refused building permit, and that the 
paper would bow to such pressure, is 
preposterous. 


But as the Globe’s own series by Ken 
Campbell revealed, the Mayor is not 
above using such pressure tactics on some 
of his opponents. 

Campbell’s first article on July 1 
described a meeting at the Mayor’s house 
in October, 1971, with four real estate 
men. 

Flanked by his assessing and building 
commissioners and the head of the 
redevelopment authority, White told 
them: “I’ll use every method and means 
that I have to the hilt’”’ to make sure Park 
Plaza is approved. (The meeting was 
reported by this paper on Dec. 26, 1971.) 

In a story run in the July 2 Evening 


Globe and the next day’s morning edition, 
Campbell reported that White brought 
pressure in 1972 ‘on an East Boston 
businessman who is the father of the 
state’s top urban renewal official. ; 

White pressured the businessman at a 
time when the Plaza plans were being 
reviewed by the state renewal agency. 

On July 8, Campbell reported that two 
buildings owned by two leading Park 
Plaza opponents were hit with increased 
tax assessments by the city last year. The 
significant part of the report was that the 
two buildings were the only two to be 
affected out of 77 properties along six 
blocks of Boylston street, including 
properties in the Park Plaza area. 

Based on reports from authoritative 
sources, this paper reported on July 3 that 
the president of Boston’s largest develop- 
ment firm had said that the city’s 1970 
solicitation for Park Plaza development 
proposals was phony. 

Gerald W. Blakeley, the President of 
Cabot, Cabot and Forbes, told the sources 
that he was pressured by city officials into 
submitting a proposal he knew would be 
rejected. 

Blakeley told the sources he was 
threatened with city disapproval on two of 
his firm’s projects — an office building at 
60 State Street and an addition to the 
Ritz Carlton hotel — if he did not submit 
a proposal. 

In the Phoenix’s July 3 story, we also 
said there were unverified reports that 
Blakeley was still being threatened with 
disapproval on the two projects if he did 
not: 1) state his pro-Plaza stance in an in- 
terview with the Globe real estate editor, 
2) appear at the state’s hearings on the 
Plaza with the same message, and 3) ob- 
tain letters of backing for the project from 
the heads of the New England Merchants 
Bank and the First National Bank. . 


In a column on the Globe comment 
page opposite the editorial page July 7, 
Campbell ran the first part of the story — 
Blakeley’s remarks that he had been 
pressured into submitting an 
automatically losing Plaza bid. 


And on July 19, the morning editions of 
the Globe carried another comment page 


column by Campbell, this one titled, ** ‘60 
State St. ’vs. Park Plaza.” 

The story notes: 

“Mayor Kevin H. White says he has 
delayed the construction of a $50-million 
office tower near Faneuil Hall until Park 
Plaza is approved. _ 

“White, in a recent interview, recalled 
that he told BRA director Robert T. 
Kenney: ‘I made a decision — 60 State 
Street isn’t going through until we get 
Park Plaza through.” 

The Blakeley piece may well have con- 
tributed to Campbell’s removal as State 
House bureau chief. 

Although this piece ran on July 19 — 
three days after his removal from the 
State House — it is known that Campbell 
wrote the article as a news story several 
days before July 16 and was ordered to 
rewrite the piece into a ‘Political Circuit” 
(and thus off of Page One) column. 

Globe executive editor Healy says that 
the decision to take Campbell off the 
State House beat was “a mutual thing. I 
made it with him.” 

“‘We had talked about the possibility of 
him doing something else as long as two 
months ago,” said Healy. 

Healy said the decision was officially 
made on July 16 when he returned from 
vacation. 

Campbell, who had been at the State 
House for 3!» years and had been bureau 
chief for the past eight months, said only 
that he had become tired of the State 
House bureau, and had been looking 
forward to a new assignment for some 
time. 

Editor Winship also said last week that 
Campbell’s Park Plaza pieces had ‘“‘not a 
damn thing to do” with his removal as 
bureau head. 

“The proof of that is he’s still writing 
Park Plaza pieces,” said Winship. 

Winship would not comment’ on why 
Campbell’s 60 State Street story ran as a 
column and not in the Globe’s news 


pages.

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You Can Eat the Dates on This Calendar

Among the abundance of printed 
matter disseminated today, much, it may 
be thought, is not worth the paper it’s 
printed on. If that should, by strange 
chance, happen to be your opinion of the 
newly-released 1974 Recycling Calendar, 
its designers, Resource Planning Institute 
.of Cambridge (RPI) offer an alternative. 
You can, as the envelope proclaims, “Eat 
January”. The first of the 12 months is 
printed with non-toxic ink on cellulose 
paper (the product of plant walls), and is 
thoroughly digestible. 

Ii, with grocery prices where they are, 
you think the $5 price is a bit much to pay 
for eating a sheet of paper be assured that 
the remaining 11 months of the un- 
orthodox calender are as readable as 
Junuary is edible. 

RPI, a three-year-old environmental 
consulting firm with offices on Brattle St., 


has linked two distinctly compatible 
elements in its very much up-to-date 
calendar. The process of waste disposal, 
after all, involves everyone, every day of 
the year. 

Each month of the firm’s first venture 
into the retail market explains the impact 
of a different material on the waste 
stream. Much of the calendar itself can, 
as well, be put to other uses once the 
months are marked off. 

“The emphasis is on home recycling,” 
says RPI’s Joe Basco. ‘“‘We want to show 
people what they can do to ease the 
problems created by waste. Anyone who 
doesn’t think we have problems with the 
depletion of our resources just hasn’t look- 
ed at the whole picture.” 

Thus January is an example of recycl- 
ing leftover foodstuff, as done in com- 
posting. Ongoing research, says the 


paragraph below the vegetable ink 
reproduction of ‘a watermelon rind (in 
January?), may make it possible to con- 
vert such things into fuel. On the other 
hand, informs February, “Plastics Is 
Forever” — the least recyclable materials 
in current use. 

Other months include a cut-out, cloth- 
like pattern that converts into a doll 
(demonstrating the use of scrap 
materials), as well as explanations of the 
industrial processes by which bottles, 
cans and newspapers are commercially 
recycled. The month of May converts into 
a board game in which the winner ends up 
at a reeycling plant. December recycles 
into a Christmas card that can be 
wrapped in November, which is printed 
on gift-wrapping paper. The card itself 
pictures a child with Santa Claus — a 
print of Carol Anthony sculpture created 


from scrap materials. 


“A lot of firms have ridden the wave of 


ecology with stuff like T-shirts and but- 
tons,” says Basco. “We’re trying to do 
something educational while at the same 
time appealing to what we think is a big 
market.” 

More than 40,000 of the calendars have 
been sold since its June printing, and 
Basco expects another 50,000 to be 
ordered by the U.S. Department of 
Interior for use in its Clean Up America 
campaign. 

As for January, a consensus of tastes 
agrees that the month is quick to dissolve, 
but rather bland — perhaps an apt 
metaphor for the season. 

“We hope it’ll sell big, especially as a 
Christmas gift for the student population 
here,” says Basco. “If not, we’ll all have a 
lot of paper to eat next year.”

“The press has left,”” Dapper O’Neill 
observed as he sat down to testify. ‘““They 
don’t want to hear intelligence.” 

Dapper was late for the hearing, having 
come back from Pat MacDonough’s 
mother’s funeral only a few minutes 
before noon. Henry Cabot Lodge had 
already disappeared, taking with him the 
television lights and the reporters. Before 
Dapper came on, Lillian Butler, an old 
woman from Charlestown, sat at the 
witness table and told the Commission 
about the greatness of James Michael 
Curley’s soul. 

Mrs. Butler’s words were heartfelt, if 
somewhat disjointed, and she was given 
to dazzling malapropisms as she flitted 
from one thought to another: 

“James Michael Curley got Dr. Burke 
to look after my little cat Tiger when the 
Angell Memorial Hospital wouldn’t take 


to animals. Take Dapper O’Neill, for in- 
stance...’ 
thoughts in mid-paragraph, as.the 
audience laughed, Dapper blushed, and

Democratic National Convention, James 
Micheal Curley (1874-1957). Nest year 
will be the centenary of his birth, and, by 
that time, the state hopes to have erected 
a statue, established a scholarship fund, 
renamed a building, or perhaps, as one 
wag in the press section at the hearing 
suggested, built a large granite cash 
register in front of old City Hall with a 
hand in the till and James Michael’s 
name affixed to a plaque at the bottom. 


The star attraction of the morning was 
supposed to be Henry Cabot Lodge, the 
former newspaper reporter who defeated 
Curley in a race for the United States 
Senate in 1936. Lodge, of course, is a 
Republican; he ran for Vice-President 
with Richard Nixon in 1960, and served as 
Ambassador to the United Nations in the 
Fifties and to South Vietnam in the Six- 
ties. Elegantly, ‘if drably, dressed, he 
received from the Commission members 


the awed deference the Boston Irish 


reserve for the Brahmins, and returned 
the sincere, unconsciously condescending 
respect which the Wasps accord to the im- 
migrants. 

A Harvard-educated Globe reporter in 
an Andover Shop striped tie wondered 
aloud why a Cabot would testify for a 
Curley, and Rep. Raymond Flynn (D.- 
South Boston), the father of parental- 
consent busing, effusively deferred to 


Lodge, but Lodge was only the curtain- 


raiser; the real show was put on by 
Curley’s spiritual descendants.

The Old Ways 


There was a lot of talk of old politics 
and New Politics at this hearing. ‘In most 
areas of society we've advanced, but I 
think in politics we've retreated,” Ray 
Flynn said, and Dapper and the Commis- 
sion members nodded. New Politics is 
bad; the old ways were best. 

“I would love to dig this man out of the 
grave and get some advice,” Dapper said, 
and everyone nodded, misty-eyed. “He 
was the greatest American who ever lived 
in this Commonwealth.” 

Being unable to exhume James 
Michael, Dapper proceeded to offer some 
advice of his own. “The four letter word 
W-O-R-K; that’s what we need now,” he 
told the assembly. 

What began as a search for a Curley 
memorial soon became a reaffirmation of 
the old: verities. “Councillor O'Neill has 
distinguished himself as being a modern 
James Michael Curley. When we write 
Councillor O'Neill's epitaph, he'll be 
known as the Councillor for the poor.’ 

“James Michael Curley always humbl- 
ed himself for the poor,” Dapper said. 
“Those were the days when we had nor- 
malcy and decency. Those were the days 
when families were close. I’m used to be- 
ing around in the days when they had 
men, Now you have people bleeding and 
screeching the Constitution to death. The 
sick and the old and the poor that made 
this country are. going to live in dignity 
and die i in dignity.. Nobody seems to care 
anymore.’ 

The Councillor's voice became louder, 
stronger. Everyone in the room: paid 
attention. The members of the Commis- 
sion pinned their eyes on his face as he 
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talked; the audience stared fixedly at the 
belted back of his light blue jacket. 

“You’ve got people in this House who 
are tearing this country apart with their 
vay-out liberal thinking,” said the man 
who made the trek up Beacon Hill from 
City Hall for this meeting. “‘I’ll live to see 
blood on these streets.” 


“I went to visit the city of Kiel in Ger- 
many, just to see what it was like. That 
was the shipyard and we bombed it, then 
we built it up.

After a few approving words from the 
Commission members, the conversation 
returns to James Michael Curley. 
“Whatever you can do for this great 
man,”’ says O’ Neill, “‘we owe it to him,” 

Henry Cabot Lodge’s testimony had 


been more restrained. 

Lodge was there on a silintniid 
journey, remembering the man he beat 
in his first race for his father’s old Senate 
seat. To Curley, Lodge was “Little Boy 
Blue”, but it was Little Boy Blue who 
took Curley to the cleaners the year that. 
Alf Landon took most of the other 
Republicans to the garbage heap of 
history. Now bygones were bygones, and 
Lodge was feeling expansive. 

“Curley was a very able man,” Lodge 
told reporters. “He was very intelligent, 
and very well read. He often quoted 
Shakespeare. Sometimes he made up 
things which he claimed people had said 
which were a damn sight better than what 
they had said. 

“He kept his opponents worried and 
bothered everyday,” Lodge told the Com- 
mission. You’d wake up in the morning 
and ask yourself ‘“‘What’s he going to do 
today?’’ And then the Ambassador 
recounted the story of the day in 1920 
when Curley spoke in favor of the Treaty 
of Versailles. Halfway through his 
speech, a heckler called out from the front 
of the hall: What about the rights of the 
small nations? Curley ignored the man, 


who went to the side of the hall and yelled 
again: ‘What about the rights of the small 
nations?’, and Curley brushed him off 
once more. After the man called out 
again; ‘What about the rights of the small 
nations?’ Curley looked at him and said: 

“Oh, it’s you my friend. The last time I 
saw you, you were in the Worcester 
Psychopathic Hospital for the Criminally 
Insane. 

“I admire somebody who knew how to 


_ do that,” Lodge said, with the wistfulness 


of one who had never quite mastered that 
brand of politics. 

Lodge surprised the reporters by allow- 
ing, as he left the hearing room, that he 
would like to see a Presidential pardon for 
his old adversary, who spent half a year in 
Federal prison during the Roosevelt era. 


“He was sent to Danbury because he 
had. engaged in providing a service to 
businessmen who had matters they 
wanted to take up with the Government. I 
don’t feel sorry for people who want to 
spend their money that way. They usually 
have plenty of it. I thought it was 
preposterous to send a man to jail for 
that,” Lodge told the Commission. 


Lillian and Martin Butler live in 
Charlestown now, but in the old days they 
lived-in South Boston, Curley’s old home 
town. For years, they have been filing bills 
and seeing legislators, trying to get a 
Curley memorial of some sort. They have 
made the rounds of the State House, 
reminiscing about Mrs. Butler’s cat and 
the time Curley gave Mr. Butler a leather- 
bound Shakespeare in a cigar box, lob- 
bying for their bill. They come because, as 
Butler said “Curley did for the people — 
all the people.”” Henry Cabot Lodge came, 
out of generosity, because the Commis- 
sion issued him a special invitation. 
Dapper O’Neill came because Curley was 
a great American. 


Curley died in the City Hospital sixteen 
years ago, but four people, at least, still 
want to talk about him. 


“Gardiner sometimes wondered ... In 
these neutral tolerant times, did anyone 
really feel deeply about anything? Or was 
he, on the other hand, in the first stages of 
becoming an old fogey? He smiled to 
himself and then ... he thought: At least 
they feel deeply about Skeffington.”

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Court Upholds Eviction Threats at Camelot Court

Tenants in federal housing 
developments in Boston, Worcester and 
Brockton lost a battle last week, but saw 
the stage set for possibly winning the war 
in their fight to force rollbacks of what 
they claim are illeagally high rent in- 
creases granted to the First Realty Corp. 
of Boston by the Federal Housing 
Authority (FHA), (see Boston Phoenix, 
July 24). 

Federal Judge Frank Freedman refused 
Tuesday to grant a temporary restraining 
order to block threatened eviction of 180 
residents of three projects represented by 
lawyers of the Tenants First Coalition, a 
state-wide tenants group for FHA sub- 
sidized housing. The tenants, in 
Brighton’s Camelot Court, Brockton’s 
Battle Farms, and Worcester’s Mountain 


Village have refused to pay the rent in- 
creases in question and have been served 
eviction notices. 

Judge Freedman did, however, agree to 
rule on the legality of the increases, a 
decision that tenants’ lawyers hailed as a 
victory. Lawyers for First Realty, which 
built and now manages the projects under 
FHA subsidy, had claimed that the court 
lacked jurisdiction in the case. Tenant 
lawyers had feared that a 1971 federal 
court decision, Hann vs. Gottlieb, in 
which tenants in the Castle Square pro- 
ject in the South End were denied the 
right to challenge rent increases granted 
by the FHA, would also apply to the 
current increases. Judge Freedman’s rul- 
ing appears to open the door for 
challenges of FHA-granted increases, 


which tenant groups have characterized 
as being issued without sufficient cause. 

The issue also affects the new Boston 
rent control system which has ruled that 
Camelot Court tenants need not pay rent 
increases granted by the FHA. First Real- 
ty has challenged, in another court case, 
the right of the city to regulate FHA hous- 
ing. Should the 17,000 FHA housing units 
in the city be exempted from control, say 
tenants, the entire city rent control 
system will be undermined. 


As tenants await a final court decision 
on the 25 percent rent increases, lawyer 


_Mark Stern minimizes the threat of ac- 


tual eviction, saying the eviction letters 
were meant mostly for “intimidation”. 
Judge Freedman suggested that tenants 


begin paying rent increases in order to 
stay evictions, but Stern indicated that 
non-payment will continue and expressed 
hope that any evictions would be stalled 
in courts.

Last week's Phoenix article on this sub- 
ject contained some unclear references to 
the number of tenants actually affected 
by the Tenants First-Realty dispute. 
There are 60 apartments in Camelot 
Court, not 50 as stated, and 20 of these 
have received eviction notices, although 
all are affected by increases. The 
Brockton and Worcester projects contain 
330 units combined, not 300 as stated, 
and of those, 160 have been served with 
eviction notices.

one presses the button to follow the ex- 
hibit one would get the impression that 
computers were the handiest and hap- 
piest things since the invention of the 
Dairy Queen. 


No Mention of FBI 


Under the category “Government” they 
present only two examples: (1) fast tax 
assessments for communities and (2) 
speedy IRS returns. Not a mention of the 


FBI, the Pentagon, the CIA, the DIA, the 


Saigon and Brazilian efforts. 

Under the category ‘‘Space”’ there is no 
mention of infrared sensing devices 
although infrared sensors do appear under 
the category “Ecology” where they are 
presented as the Mr. Cleans of polluted 
rivers. There is no mention of any 
category called ‘‘Defense’’ or 
“Weaponry”. It seems better to let the 
children have the impression that com- 
puters simply do good things like store 
diagnostic information on patients and 
not the creators of future patients. 

It seems better to Honeywell’s vice 
president, Clancy Spangle to emphasize 
that this generation will store all the ac- 
cumulated knowledge of mankind (his 
terminology, not mine — everything at 
the Science Museum is man conquers this 
barrier; man quests for this. . .) on com- 
puter tapes rather than to emphasize that 
this generation has also wiped out the 


culture and people of the Plain of Jars via 
computer technology. 

Washburn, director of the Museum, 
stated that it is not the policy of the 
Museum to editoralize although he stated 
that the Museum has taken a position on 
the population explosion in their exhibit, 
Life in the Balance. He feels no respon- 
sibility to point out the destructive effects 
of technology already available to people 
living out the delicate balance. I asked 
him if he had a botanical exhibit with 
deadly weeds whether he would think it 
fair to point out to people that some 
weeds are lethal. He wasn’t one for 
analogies and seemed to get lost with the 
weeds. What was clear and disturbing is 
that he feels that it is perfectly OK to br- 
ing thousands of children from private, 
public and parochial schools into the 
Museum to expose them and their 
teachers to a one-sided point of view. He 
said that this was legitimate because the 
museum was a private institution. The 
burden of responsibility for pointing out 
disaster is on the people who aren’t as 
wealthily financed as Honeywell and 


Washburn said he wanted to emphasize 
the good qualities of science. I’m sure that 
corporations like Honeywell are very con- 
tent with his point of view. The list of cor- 
porate patrons of the Museum bears this 
out. When I asked him about the 
problematical dimension of having 
benefactors like Honeywell and being 
therefore dependent on their point of 
view, he dismissed my question. He clear- 
ly didn’t think that he had any respon- 


sibility to allow people who couldn’t con- yo 
tribute a $350,000 exhibit to express their 
viewpoint on the uses of science. When 
Northeastern Math professor, Bob Case, 
dressed as the computer general puppet, 
attempted to buy a ticket into the 
Museum, he was denied entry. 

As Honeywell’s Murray Dentman en- 
couraged the children to use the computer 
he stated, “The computer likes to play 
games with kids.”’ I left seeing the majori- 
ty of children playing tic-tac-toe. While 
the children of Boston continue their 
games with the computer, the computers 
based in Southeast Asia continue a game 
of life and death with the people there. 


The Social Programs 


The many socially aware programs be- 
ing pushed by the P.R. people at 
Honeywell are worthy of mention. It is im- 
portant to train prisoners with useful 
skills; it is also important to stress that 
those same prisoners are providing useful 
skills for state agencies. It is furthermore 


important to state that there is a connec- 
tion between services rendered hy 
Honeywell to the Commonwealth and the 
Commonwealth's acquisition of large 
Honeywell computer units. Watergate has 
at least taught us about what favors 
mean. It is important that Honeywell 
trains and recruits minority groups, buys 
from minority vendors but it is also im- 
portant to square this information with 
federal regulations on minority hiring 
practices. 

It is important that companies like 
Honeywell do good things. It is more im- 
portant that good things not be used as a 
screen to hide the rotten things that same 
company does. It is quite beside the point 
that Mussolini made the trains run on 
time. 


It is good that Mollie and her 10-foot 
friends are here to remind the Science 
Museum and its visitors that technology, 
its inventors and users are subject to 
question.

defatigable energy of a just crusader. “I’m 
the righteous advocate of an open 
society,” he says, “and they are wrong.” 
Even a total lack of funds did not deter 
him, he proceeded in forma pauperis, a 
condition the court noted. The three said 
that the failure to change the election 
dates violated the First, Fourteenth and 
Twenty-Sixth Amendments. 

As Walgren explained it, “The First 
Amendment guarantees the right of 
association, which means political 
association. In this case, the right of 
young, progressive people to associate 
politically (i.e. vote) with others. The 
Fourteenth Amendment contains the 
Equal Protection Clause which outlaws 
invidious discrimination by government. 
In this case, resident student registered 
voters are disproportionately discouraged 
from voting. And the Twenty-Sixth is the 
youth vote amendment.” 

As far as their right to a class action 
suit, he said that this is standard when 
there is ‘a risk of a multiplicity of suits.” 
And that two condtions must be met: 1) a 
definable class, and 2) an injury common 
to each. This, he claimed was precisely 
the case in Amherst. 

The general election was held in 
February, and Merle Howes was elected 
selectman. The Walgren case languished 
in the Appeals Court and Eric turned his 
energies to other things, among them, his 
work as minister of the Universal Life 
Church. Amherst slid quietly into a slow 
summer. 

But, when, on July 18, Chief Judge Cof- 
fin’s opinion reached Eric and the town, 
the issue was revitalized and the outcome 
of the past election thrown into con- 
siderable doubt. While the Court did not 
rule precisely on the validity of the elec- 
tion, it did give the procedures used—and 
Eric Walgren—considerable attention. 
The opinion itself is a rather remarkable 
document. 

First of all, the court found con- 
siderable fault with Freedman’s handling 
of the case. “We first note that the district 
court should not have granted summary 
judgement...at least one important issue 
in the case—whether the residence halls 
at the University were generally closed to 
students during the semester break so 
that for this or perhaps another reason a 
large number of students left town during 
that period—could not be resolved 
without an evidentiary hearing.” They 


also noted that Freedman was negligent 


in not attempting to determine whether . 


the case actually was a class action. 

The Court also found the claim that 
absentee ballots were an acceptable sub- 
stitute wholly spurious. ‘The Court's con- 
cept of total denial is somewhat less than 
absolute. Its references to other cases. in- 
dicates that it view substantial in- 
conveniences and unrealistic expectations 
as tantamount to denial of the franchise.” 
With a rather wry tone, the Court further 
noted, “In such circumstances it seems 
somewhat disingenuous to speak 
of benevolence in providing the absentee 
ballot method of voting.” So much for 
that. 


Meat of the Case 


In attempting to deal with the meat of 
the case, the Court did not focus on the 
procedural contentions so much as the ac- 
tual meaning of the Twenty-Sixth 
Amendment. They admitted the lack of 
precedents and importance of the 
Walgren case. “Few cases have been 
decided under it and none. pose a fact 
situation similar to the instant one.” 

The reason for the Twenty-Sixth, the 
Court said, was, “that the frustration of 
politically unemancipated young persons, 
which had manifested itself in serious 
mass disturbances, occurring for the most 
part on college campuses would be 
alleviated and energies channeled con- 
structively through the exercise of the 
right to vote.” And then, quoting from 
none other than Malcolm X, they said, “It 
is this latter goal, seeking to substitute the 
ballot for the bullet, with which we are 
concerned.” 

And in this case, noting that a college 
town “presents a voter profile and im- 
plications quite different from those of 
other cities.”’ the Court made it clear that 
different rules must apply and that, ““The 
Fifteenth Amendment nullifies 
sophisticated as well as simple minded 
modes of discrimination.”’ So, when fears 
of a student takeover become translated 


_into impossibly complex requirements, 


that is not a sufficient defense, and the 
Court saw through it. 

The heart of the Court’s judgement was 
contained in these sentences: “In this 
case, a town, given discretion under state 
law to hold its elections almost anytime, 
has exercised that discretion with the 
effect of imposing additional procedural 
requirements and other disadvantages, 
inherent in the absentee voting process, 
on what is alleged to be a large group of 
young voters, said to be thirty percent of 
those eligible to vote in a town election. A 


violation of the Twenty-Sixth Amend- 
ment is said to have occurred.”” And add- 
ed that when this does happen, the 
governmental unit must prove that it is of 
compelling need. In other words, in 
remanding the case back to District 
Court, the town of Amherst must now 
prove that there was no other way to hold 
the last election. 

So, while the Circuit Court did not pass 
judgement, it’s back to court again. The 
court did not specify another election, 
and, because of the hassles involved, no 
one is looking forward to that possibility 
here. Except Eric Walgren. 

“I’m going to try to prove that 
another—a different—result could have 
been reached if the election had been held 
when students were in town.” Eric’s case, 
when it does come up in district court, 
should attract considerable attention. 
The Circuit Court advised that Walgren 
have counsel this time, and he is looking 
for a lawyer who could use publicity more 
than money. 

The last commodity seems to be on 
everyone’s mind in regard to this case. 
Many people are claiming that so far Eric 
the Rat has cost the town over $10,000. 
Selectman Sullivan said, “I don’t think it 
was that much, unless you take into ac- 
count salaries of town officials, who have 
to be paid anyway. But, it’s been a lot of 
money.” And it won’t get to be less. A lot 
of the blame falls right on Eric the Rat for 
this loss of revenue, but he fails to see it 
this way. “They could have changed the 
election dates and it wouldn’t have cost 
them a dime.” Not only that, but he is 
convinced that firm action by the Board 


‘of Selectmen would have caused less 


resentment all around. ‘“‘No one would 
have challenged the dates had they been 
changed.” It’s a bit too late to find that 
out. 


Amazed Reaction 


Reaction to Erfic’s victory in court 
among radicals and liberals seems to be 
one of amazed congratulation. People are 
glad he won what is undoubtedly a just 
cause,but very few lifted a finger to help 
him fight on their behalf or will do so in 
the future. As Walgren puts it, ““There’s 
either a sense of indifference to creating a 
positive community or a futility about 
changing local conditions because they 
are simply not evil enough.” Because of 
its laissez faire ambience, Amherst was 
once called ‘a hotbed of apathy” by an 
underground college guide. Perhaps it is. 

But maybe another reason for Eric the 
Rat’s lack of overwhelming response is 
that he is a maverick, and one who is un- 


deniably difficult to work with. He is 
something of a folk legend, stemming 
from his undergraduate days at Amherst 
College when he picked up the name Eric 
the Rat partly for his early beatnik style 
and partly for his reputation as a bar- 
fighter. In more recent times his legend 
was enhanced by an arrest at UMass in 
which he was charged with “lewd and 
lascivious”’ conduct. He denies the sub- 
stance of that charge, but is amused and 
amazed that he’s still getting mileage out 
of the notoriety. 

“A former employee of a reputable ac- 
counting firm in Northampton told me 
that everyone there was gossiping, as fact, 
that I was convicted of buggering in 
public, and that I liked it.”’ But Eric is a 
moral man and aims to set the record 
straight. “As a rare treat in the intimacy 
of the bedroom I believe in the propriety 
of buggering and enjoying it.’’ Can anyone 
fault the character of such a man? 

Now, Eric is a man very concerned with 


_the results of his case. He’s delighted with 


the court decision. ‘‘I think that the youth 
of college towns can take this decision as a 
signal that they are now legitimized, 
legalized, and encouraged to become 
members of their college community and 
to participate in it.” 

Noting with pride his new-found 
alliance “with powers deep within the es- 
tablishment,”’ Eric plans new forays in 
civil rights suits. Anyone interested in 
helping him out can contact the Tea Par- 
ty New Law Fund at 373 Main St., 
Amherst, 01002. 


BUG CRAZY 


The Federal Times, a weekly 
newspaper for government workérs, 
says that the government has gone 
“bug crazy.” 

According to the Times, 52 different 
federal agencies spent $137,000 last 
year to purchase various _ listening 
devices. The newspaper said that most 
government agencies employ these 
devices despite federal regulations 
which specifically prohibit their use. 
Among the devices named were tape 
recorders wired to telephone circuits 
and “push-to-talk” telephones which 
permit listeners to overhear telephone 
conversations without being heard 
themselves. 

The Federal Times says that an in- 
creasing number of federal employees 
have refused telephone interviews in 
recent months, stating that they 
believed their telephones were being

through the window because the house 
had been identified as a residence of 
faggots, calling the police the first time 
around, having them come “an hour later, 
asking a lot of embarrassing questions, 
and telling us that they can’t do anything 
until we had some evidence.” 

The rumor (or fact—it’s not provable) 
that Tom lives with is that the same night 
he and his friends were beaten, four other 
faggots were beaten by police as they left 
the Other Side. A certain fatalism per- 
vades ihe gay experience: “Our friends 
weren’t apathetic when they heard about 
our beating,”’ said Jimmy. “But it was 
just another gay atrocity.”’ interjected 
Tom. “Only this time we were the vic- 
tims.” 

The official police response, from Di 
Grazia’s chief spokesman Steven 
Dunleavy, is that “‘a victim of a crime is a 
victimof crime, whether he’s black, white, 
gay or not. The commissioner has stressed 
that to his command officers.” 

In one sense, this official police attitude 
is fair and understandable. But it does not 
take into account the time a patrolman or 
patrolmen might ignore the directives 
from above, and does not deal with the 
fact that gays, like women and blacks. are 
special prey for violent people. The police 
line does not evince any sense of compen- 
satory justice. 

The police, of course do have their 
problems. They know, for example that 


the hot summer months show an increase 
in personal assults. In 1972, a typical 
year, police statistics show a significant 
increase in robberies, aggravated assaults 
(assaults with a weapon), and rape during 
the summer. 

According to Dunleavy, however there 
are no extra men on the streets during 
those months. “It’s just not practical,” he 
complained. “‘What are we going to do? 
Hire patrolmen for a couple of months?” 
There are he reported, attempts to 
negotiate with the patrolmen’s union a 
way of adjusting shifts so more officers are 
out during the higher crime hours. 

When there is sufficient community 
pressure, the police do try to be flexible. 
For example in District 4 (which includes 
the Fens), a “significant problem’ of 
street crimes complained about by a 
citizen’s delegation has recently resulted 
in beefed-up patrols, plus the use of 30, 
members of the Tactical Patrol Force on 
the street, in plain clothes, as a “crime 
suppression unit.” 

In the case of gays, of course the idea of 
having a bunch of plainclothes TPFers 
walking around cruising spots isn’t the 
most comforting. Not only do the police 
have a responsibility to prevent robberies 
and assults, they must also check out 
possibile violations of the area’s sex codes. 

The observation was made at the first 
meeting of the Gay Defense Committee 
last week. “If we’re going to ask for 
protection in our cruising areas, that’s 
sort of like asking the mayor and police to 
condone our sexual activity. And they’re 
not likely to agree to that.” 


A number of different solutions to the 
problem have been broached. One is to 


simply stay away from trouble spots while 
the violence continues. One of the plans 
laid by the defence group includes a 
leafleting of bars and cruising areas war- 
ning of the increased danger. But as my 
friend pointed out, the fewer people in an 
area means that possible muggers have 
less to watch out for as they select their 
victim. 

Another plan posed by the defense 
group is to organize a class in self 
defense—a class that would offer 
proficiencey not just in karate but in 
street fighting techniques—for gay men, 
gay and straight women. The proposed 
course would be available at low cost and 
would be taught by qualified women. 

Stratagem three would be the issuance 
of police whistles to people going into a 
violent area, with the hope that others in 
the area might give or get help for a victim 
if they saw violence taking place. 

Two types of Lavender patrols were dis- 
cussed at last Monday’s meeting: the 
first, a patrol which would be in the area, 
and would cooperate with the police in 
reporting the crime (an idea Dunleavy 
said police would favor); the second, a 
patrol which would take vigilante action, 
where advisable. There was a flurry of ex- 
citement as the defense committee con- 
‘sidered the publicity value the capture of 
a mugger would have. 

Such vigilante patrols however, run 
some risk to themselves, and while they 
could legally make citizen’s arrests, any 
physical action they took in preventing 
crime could make court prosecution more 
difficult, and might even backfire against 
them. The police would not take kindly to 
such a group. 


Still another approach would be to give 
advice to gays how to be more careful in 
picking a companion for an evening. One 
advisement repeatedly mentioned, was 
not to get in a car with,more people than 
you could handle, especially if the people 
are not known to you. 

Continued work on those plans and 
others will be done at the next meeting of 
the defense committee, scheduled for

VOLUNTEERS NEEDED 


The Erich Lindemann Mental 
Health Center, located in Boston’s 
Government Center, needs volunteers 
to help with two summer recreational 
programs for. retarded children. 

The first area where help is needed is 
a daily program with six severely 
retarded children who are engaged in 
learning basic skills of coordination, 
game playing, and group interaction. 
The group meets each day from 9 a.m. 
through 2:30 p.m. A volunteer would 
have to be able to come one day each 
week. 

The second urgent need is for 
swimmers to help with the pool 
program with two different groups of 
retarded children. One group swims 
from 2-3 p.m. each afternoon; the other 
group swims from 11-12 a.m. on 
Wednesdays and Fridays and from 10- 
11 a.m. on Thursdays.

Red Sox Can’t Win Series Against Tigers

DETROIT—Whatever else might ' 
happen this year, the Boston Red Sox will 
not win their season series against the 
Tigers. That fact was made an immutable 

\ mathematical certainty on Thursday 
night when in their own inimitable 
fashion the Sox’ outfielders and a succes- 
sion of pitchers combined to hand the 
Stumbling Tigers yet another gift and 
created, for the moment at least, a couple 
of unlikely heroes in the Motor C#ty. 

Luis Tiant’s shoulder had stiffened up 
after five innings and he left the game 
with a 3-2 lead. Then Rogelio Moret, who 
had allowed only one home run all year, 
served up two to Frank Howard. Howard, 
6’7” and 275 pounds worth of designated 
ineptitude, did not exactly murder the 

* ball (the pair would have been, at best, a 
routine out and a single off the wall at 
Fenway Park), but he was forced to en- 
dure having to slog his way around the 
bases twice. Then, in the bottom of the 
ninth Eddie Brinkman, who looks sort of 
like Mike Doonesbury after six months on 
theStillman Diet, hit a Bob Bolin pitch out 
of the ball park tying him with Howard at 
five homers each, to curtail the agony. 
Nearly a hundred games into the season, 
only one Red Sox pitcher — Bill Lee — 
has beaten Detroit.

But of course, no computer in the world 
could have programmed the human 
failings that allowed the Tigers to stay 
close enough to eventually win the game. 
The stage was set in the first when Mickey 
Stanley lofted a high fly ball to 
straightaway left, which Tommy Harper 
promptly camped under and awaited, un- 
aware that for the first time in weeks 
Reggie Smith had determined to go off in 
pursuit of a fly. At the last second Reggie 
swooped in under Harper’s nose, grabbed 
the ball, and nearly decapitated Tommy 
in the process.

Sox have breathed fresh life into the 
corpse. The last time the clubs met in 
Boston, Detroit snapped an 8-game losing 
streak; prior to the arrival of their cousins 
from New England this week they had 
lost 6 or their last 7, including 3 straight 
to the utterly hopeless Texas Rangers. 
That Detroit has won 9 of the 10 games 
they've played against the Red Sox, 
though, represents an accomplishment 
still more humiliating when you consider 
that everyone in this town from Billy 
Martin on down appears to have written 
the season off already. For the simple 
reason that virtually the entire club is 
Social Security-qualified, a lot of people, 
myself included, had been inclined to 
dismiss the Tigers when the season began, 
and in that respect the prognosis has more 
or less been borne out. Detroit, in May the 
first club in the American League East to 
climb over .500, has faded almost as 
rapidly as the Milwaukee Brewers, and 
nothing short of a revised schedule per- 
mitting them to play against a steady diet 
of Red Sox is likely to bring them back 
into the first division this season. Besides 
the normal attrition from the age factor, 
the supposedly ‘‘steady’’ performers 
haven’t come through (Mickey Lolich is 
9-10; Al Kaline is hitting .218; Eddie 
Brinkman has already made 18 errors, 
Aurelio Rodriguez 10), and a series of 
player-manager and player-p.ayer 
squabbles have left the Tigers looking like 
a club composed of 25 Red Sox center- 
fielders. (In the most recent episode, with 
the Tigers trailing 3-0 with nobody out in 


the third inning at Texas last Sunday 
night, Martin went to the mound to 
remove Joe Coleman. An argument led to 
a tantrum, which ulitmately led to a fight 
in the dugout, which was eventually 
broken up by Frank Howard in what was, 
prior to Thursday night, his most signifi- 
cant contribution to the team all year.) 

On Thursday the Detroit News carried 
a lead editorial on page 1 of the sports sec- 
tion suggesting that the Tigers recognize 
their condition, forget this year, and start 
rebuilding by dealing away some of the 
aging talent while they can still get 
anything for them. (One suggestion in- 
volved shipping Brinkman to Cincinnati 
for a couple of “‘playerstobe named later.”’) 
Friday morning the sports editor of the 
Free Press conceded in print “I suspect 
our guys have had it.” 

After an early dinner Thursday eveni ng 
Billy Martin had hurriedly excuse 
himself. ‘‘Got to go baby-sit,” he ruefully 
shook his head. “I’ll tell you, this is the 
toughest part of managing right now. I got 
more fucking problems in the clubhouse 
than I do on the field.” 

“Even with all those old guys? I asked 
him jokingly. 

He paused. “I'll tell you something. 
Those old guys, the veterans, they’re 
worse than the kids. All a bunch of god- 
damn children.” 

Children or old men, take your pick. 
The fact remains that if you throw out 
their games against the Red Sox, the 
Tigers would at this point be battling it 
out with the Rangers for the cellar in the 
Eastern Division. 

* * * 


Word here has it that Duke Sims has 
mellowed: he hasn’t wrecked a bar or 


turned over so much as one. taxicab in 
months. As the All-Star break reports 
filter in, however, it seems the same can- 
not be said for Duke’s one-time Cleveland 
roommate, Sudden Sam McDowell, who 
has already cut a very wide swath through 
New York City. 

After being acquired by the Yankees, it 
seems that Sudden, who combines the in- 
stincts of Bill Lee with the temperament 
of Reggie Smith, dropped by a New York 
watering hole for a few libations before 
reporting to the club. After several, he 
found himself in an argument with 
another customer, and the two repaired 
outside to the street to continue the argu- 
ment. 

If Sudden has become somewhat wilier 
on the mound with the demise of his fast- 
ball, he has some catching up to do in the 
department of Street Smarts.

(a) got caught looking and was decked by 
a sucker punch and (b) was relieved of his 
wallet by two passers-by before regaining 
consciousness.

Since it 
was located on the top’ floor, Sudden 
thought it unwise to “step outside,” and 
instead unzipped his pants and urinated 
on the unfortunate soul. Apparently 
McDowell has a prediliction for this sort 
of thing, because a few days later at his 
next hotel (the Holiday Inn management 
tried to throw out the whole Yankee team 
but eventually settled for the eviction of 
McDowell), he tried to organically hose 
down another buy.

All-Star game starting pitcher Catfish 
Hunter, who wears his hair long and 
affects a mustache, announced his dis- 
pleasure with the Oakland PR 
department’s insistence on using a 3-year- 
old picture of him (with short hair, sans 
mustache) in its publicity releases and 
sending the same photo to fans requesting 
autographs. He asked that a new photo be 
taken, and the Oakland club refused. 
(Curious, in light of the fact that the 
whole mustache gimmick last year was 
Charlie Finley’s idea to begin with.) So 
Catfish hired his own photographer, had 
postcards printed, and now pays his own 
secretary to send out the autographed 
photos to his fans.

And in a final note on American League - 
pitchers, Yes, cousin, there really is a 
Rogelio Moret, and Yup, he really is going 
to get a start. On Thursday night, the 
finale of the crucial 4-games against the 
Yankees at Fenway, to be exact, the 3-0 
Moret will test Eddie Kasko’s disinclina- 
tion to having three lefthanders in the 
rotation.

And a note to Ye Faint of Heart: A year 
ago, when the Red Sox Sox finished a 
half-game out of first, after 97 games they 
were 49-48, in fourth place and 5'2 games 
behind. This season after 97 games they 
were 52-45, in third place, 3 games out, 
and best of all, headed for Cleveland.

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Amritraj: Game, Set and Madras

BRETTON WOODS, N. H. — “You 
know,” said the nasal little girl in her 
$73.95 Carroll Reed tennis ensemble, 
squeezing an autograph book like a meter 
maid with a new ballpoint, “I hate seeing 
all these famous people around and not 
knowing who any of them are! 

The pre-debutante with Larchmont in 
her voice was like most of the vacationers 
in this White Mountain setting last week 
as big-time tennis, or what passes for big- 
time tennis in Bretton Woods (Pop. 2), 
came to the Mt. Washington Hotel. Not 
since the International Monetary 
Conference spent three weeks here over 30 
years ago has so much money in so many 
different hands done so little. Except lust 
after autographs. Any autograph: 

The theory behind the USLTA- 
sanctioned $25,000 Volvo International 
Tennis Tournament is that if you can’t 
bring Mt. Washington to Rod Laver and 
friends, then bring Rod Laver to Mt. 
Washington So tournament director Jim 
Westhall did just that. He assembled just 
barely enough name players to make the 
whole enterprise palatable, went out and 
got himself some very strong sponsorship 
from Volvo, and even finagled 
educational television to send the 
weekend matches all over the east coast 
with Bud Collins doing stroke-by-stroke. 
And if all this wasn’t enough to satisfy the 
energetic Westhall, he lucked into having 
Jimmy Connors as his second seed two 
days after Connors had won the U. S. pro 
championship at Longwood. The stage 
was thus set, hopefully, for a Laver (No. 1 
seed) — Connors final on Sunday. 

But the week truly belonged to the set- 
ting. and the fact that everyone affiliated 
with the tournament — spectators, -of- 
ficials, ballboys, players, VIVP (Very Im- 
portant Volvo People) — were residing in 
the same palatial building. And without 
televisions. Each time anyone under the 
age of sixty attempted to make his way 
through the hotel’s football field of a lob- 
by, swarms of little people would converge 
on him, clamoring and screeching for his 
signature whether they knew his name or 
not. A player like, say, sixth-seed Tom 
Edlefsen could have signed “‘John Wesley 
Dean”’ and few would have been the wiser. 

In fact, even Vijay Amritraj got to sign 
some autographs after he had come from a 
4-6, 6-4, 0-5 deficit to run out the last 
seven games and win his first-round 
match against Humphrey (Panty) Hose.

Vijay Amritraj, the best tennis player 
in India, was talking about the most tell- 
ing lesson he has learned in America. 

. “I was sitting in a Las Vegas tennis 
shop last October, on a little vacation,” 
Vijay said, “and this little guy in glasses 
came up to me and asked me if I wanted 


tant, he looked like such a feeble old guy, 
told me he was 58. But finally, I agreed 
and we played. 

“T was to have only one serve, and I had 
to play the doubles court at my end. I won 
the first game. He won the last six. He ran 
me all over the place. 

“Then he very obviously let me win the 
second set, and my $25 back, and asked 
me if I wanted to play him again for $50.

Growing up in Madras 


Growing up in Madras, the tennis court 
which the Amritraj family had in the 
backyard of their home on 16/2 Sterling 
Road was the place for both Vijay and 
Anand, and eventually for their younger 
brother, Ashok (who is now the No. 1 
juniors player in India). Anand got 
started in the game first, per wish of his 
parents, but Nijay soon followed. Their 
father is the Deputy General Manager of 
the South India Railroad, and their 
mother owns her own business, which 
specializes in_ cardboard boxes. Nijay 
describes his family’s financial status as 
“fairly wealthy.” 

Nijay began playing seriously at the age 
of 12, after a period when he quit out of 
frustration of being unable to beat his 
brother. Anarid’s mastery continues to 
this day, though Vijay has become the 
superior player. They have met 17 times 
in various tournaments, and Anand has 
won all 17 times. 

“Anand started tournaments first,” 
Nijay said, ‘‘and when he was 13, he won 


_ the national juniors tournament in India. 


All I was doing then was playing table 
tennis and badminton, and it didn’t look 
like either of those sports were going to 
give me the opportunity to travel.” 

After attending preparatory school at 
the Don Bosco Matriculation School in 
Madra, Nijay attended university at 
Loyola College. While there, he won the 
Indian version of the NCAA’s. 

“Up to then,” he said, “‘nobody thought 
I had a chance to become a good player. 
There were a lot of things wrong with my 
game. But I had kept playing, for no other 
reason than it kept me in good health. 
Winning our intercollegiates was a big 
break.” 

In 1967, Vijay represented India in the 
National Junior Tournament of Asia and. 
got to the semifinals. In 1969, at the age of 
15, he made his first tour of Europe. ~ 

“My first time abroad,” he said, “I 
didn’t think about tennis at all. I just 
couldn’t believe I was in Europe. I did 
fairly well in three-and-a-half: months,

and when I got back to India, I really 
started to play well.” 

The 6-3 Vijay should be playing tennis 
well for a very long time. At 19 now, his 
game is rough in places but his talent is a 
natural one still in the early stages of its 


development. He plays conservatively, 


mixing rushes to net intelligently with his 
deft assortment of drops and chips and 
spins. On court, he is smoothly and quiet- 
ly arrogant. 


No Emotion 


He never shows emotion, and cannot 
(or will not) bear down unless he absolute- 
ly needs a given point or game. Against 
Hose, in his rush back from the, uh, black 
hole of Calcutta, he was magnificent as he 
blitzed the Venezuelan, who did not really 
play that poorly. In his second round 
match (which set up a quarterfinal con- 
frontation with Laver), he was down 4-5 
to Jeff Austen in the first set with Austen 


in position to serve out the set. Vijay - 


promptly broke Austen’s service and 
eventually won the set on a tiebreaker 7-6. 
The match ended 7-6, 5-7, 6-2. 

Amritraj is an engaging individual, 
softly candid about his life and his game. 
He says he is in America not to make 
money, but to make himself a better 
player. How long he stays in the game (he 
is playing USLTA again next year, and 
plans to play WCT the year after) will de- 
pend on how good he becomes — and he is 
going to become very good — not how 
much money he makes. 

“I made the quarters at Wimbledon 
this year,’”’ he said, ‘and even if there 
wasn’t a dollar in it, I was thrilled merely 
with being there. I’m not in America to 
make a lot of money. I’m here to improve 
my game. If I can get to the top, I’ll con- 
tinue playing. If not, I’ll settle down with 
a job that will afford me the opportunity 
to play a lot of tennis still. 

“This is not a living for me.” 


But if he can continue to play as well as 


he did this week at Bretton Woods, and 


can keep the autograph seekers from con- . 
fusing he and Anand, he may just change 


his mind. 


And then all the little Carroll Reed — 
darlings will be able to call him by name 


before they accost him. Maybe.

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Inmates Continue Work Stoppage at Walpole

Walpole is still shut tight, tensions 
between guards and inmates, blacks and 
whites growing. 

An employee of Walpole brought the 
Phoenix news that two inmates jumped a 
black inmate last week. One of the white 
prisoners had a knife. The black managed 
to wrestle the knife loose. The black was 
locked up and, according to our source, 
was hassled by the guard. 

How did that knife get into the prison? 
Inmates have gone through shakedown 
after shakedown, have been searched and 
strip searched. The only people who can 
get into Walpole without being searched 
are guards. 

The word is that the guards, forced to 
do the menial work prisoners usually 
do—clean up, wash dishes, sweep the 
kitchen floor—are fuming, furious, and 
ready to blow. Even during Porelle’s lock- 
up guards managed to avoid doing most of 
the menial work roping in civilian prison 
employees to fill in for the inmates. — 

Prisoners have gone on a work stoppage 
until the civilian observer program is 
reinstituted without restrictions and the 
media allowed free access to the prison. 


Thursday some reporters from the 
straight press were allowed in for about 
two hours to talk with inmates. The 
Phoenix was not invited. We have had a 
request to get in pending for the last ten 
days, filed with all proper circumstances. 

In other developments, some Catholic 
leaders planned to meet with Cardinal » 
Medeiros (after deadline time) to get him 
to pull out Walpole’s Catholic chaplain in 
protest. 

Meanwhile, minutes smuggled out of 
the prison show that the administration is 
also doing some fancy footwork in 
negotiations with the prisoners for elec- 
tions to vote on a new prison governing © 
body. Moriarty and friends withdrew 
recognition from the NPRA, the 
legitimately elected inmate body, when 
Boone was axed. Now they don’t want any 
inmates on the segregation units, block 9 
and 10, to serve on. the new body. And 
that’s where they’ve stashed a large 
number of NPRA leaders. 

Also, they want to structure the new in- 
mate council along the lines of the old 
pre-NPRA days. That is, one inmate 
would be elected from each block and the 


group would have no connections to out- 
side groups. (The NPRA has an external 
board, crucial in mobilizing outside sup- 
port for the prisoners and keeping us in- 
formed.) The new/old system of represen- 
tation would make it easy for the ad- 
ministration to control the coun- 
cil—should a representative get rambunc- 
tious he could be transferred to another 
block, losing his seat. Also, and perhaps 
more important, it would destroy the 
careful racial balance the NPRA built in 
to their organization. It has nine black, 
nine white and three Spanish-speaking 
prison representatives. The NPRA has 
been pivotal in cooling racial tensions 
within. 

Finally, the inmates sent out the follow- 
ing on their plans for this week: 

A proposed act of continued resistance 
to the oppressive conditons we are forced 
to live and exist under.... 

All of us are aware that there is no 
humanitarian consideration taken into 
account in the manner in which the State 
and this Administration treats us as in- 
mates. 

Only one primary consideration governs 


our treatment—MONEY!!! 

Therefore, our response to their in- 
human treatment must be one that causes 
them to pay a high price for our suffering. 

Starting Monday, July 30, 1973—We 
propose the following action that is 
designed to make them pay the highest 
cost possible for all the mental, physical, 
and inhumane suffering from dignity and 
respect denied that we must face each 
day. This is how the idea can be made a 
reality: 


All inmates in Walpole will refuse to go 
to the inmate dining room for meals. 
(This will, in effect, force the Administra- 
tion to feed us in our rooms, or in our 
blocks. The staff has to be increased, or 


- overtime costs will eat up the budget.) 


In order to continue our struggle against 
the unjust conditions of Walpole, the 
hardships our visitors must endure to see 
us, the denial of community access to 
Walpole, and the many other conditions 
that are too numerous to outline here, we 
must stand firm and unite in our struggle 
until the cost of maintaining this 
warehouse is too high to pay.

Probably the strangest thing about 
this Howdy Doody Revival Show which played two performances last 
week at the South Shore Music Circus in Cohasset is that Howdy 
isn't even in it. Just the aging Buffalo, Clarabell with the proverbial 


seltzer bottle and a hack artist who draws pictures of the puppets — 


who are perhaps on leave of absence — and gets kicked around by the 
clown. 

The pattern used to be to get at the parent through the kid. Who 
can guess how many tons of grape jelly must have been peddled on 
the old soudy Doody television show? The revival turns the tables,

aiming at the tiny tot through the nostalgia-happy adult, so steeped 
in the struggle to win a week’s supply of Tootsie Roll pop drops for 
remembering the name of Mr. Bluster’s halfbreed brother that he 


‘hardly notices that the kids are bored silly. What three year old 


remembers Howdy Doody? 

But a good racket is a good racket no matter who’s winning the 
suckers. And the Buffalo certainly hasn’t done badly, what with 
those 3 radio stations up in Maine, homes there and in Ft. Lauder- 
dale, and what he describes as ‘‘other business interests’’ — which 
may or may not include the T-shirts, Clarabell plastic pillows, How- 
dy Doody Time buttons and giant Tootsies being hawked at the door 
by what looks like a refugee from a 1940’s gangster movie. Asked if 
Howdy had made him rich, Bob just grins and winks. “‘Well, they 
won’t have to throw any benefits for me,” he leers evasively. “You 
can’t really do 2,543 shows and not save something unless you're a 
jerk.” And with that he is off to the showers, and a good thing, too. 
Between the perspiration he had produced signing autographs in the 
noonday sun and the seltzer he had taken in the face, the Buffalo was 
starting to look more like Lloyd Bridges. 

Sporting a cyrulean blue jumpsuit fringed in beige and emblazon- 
ed with the Tootsie Roll insignia, Buffalo Bob — who still calls 
anything male under 25, ‘“‘“Sonny” — opened the show by dividing the 
peanuts and their parents into three groups, the “clickcluckers”’, the 
‘‘boomers”’ and the “‘plinkers”, and utilizing them as sound effects 
for a patter song that included such typical children’s vocabulary 
words as “reverberate.”” And that was one of the better numbers. 

At one point they show pictures of all the Doodyville regulars with 
hippie hair and granny glasses (even one of Clarabell with an afro) 
and ask all the moms and dads what they think of their “new image.” 
Much booing and hissing ensues. We love you just the way you were, 
Buf. Another showstopper is the creation of unfinished limmericks 
such as “A milkmaid named Rosie McKay/ Was milking old Bossie 
one day./ A farmhand came by/ And gave her the eye. . .” to which 
the audience is invited to provide a snappy ending and win some can- 
dy. Despite the obvious connotations, the suggestions were clean. 

The kids grow restless early on, but what a chance for mom to be a 
hero. One woman won a slew of prizes and the coveted title, ‘“Peanut. 
of the Day,” for remembering the name of the manager of 
Doodyville’s general store. (That’s right, kids, it was MR. COBB!) 
We talked to Dorine Drinkwater after the excitement had died down 
and discovered that she wasn’t a mother after all. She had come out 
with a friend, probably to renew an old and tenderly remembered 
acquaintance with a freckled little wooden boy who wasn’t there. 
She’d even taken a vacation day off from work. “I used to watch 
Howdy every day at 5:30,” the Peanut wistfully recalled. 

As we were on the way out a stagehand shouted that we should be 
sure to come back August 2nd for the New Bugs Bunny Show. 
“That’s reaily good,” she assured us. I just wonder if Bugs will be 
there or if it’s just a few carrots, a rabbit’s foot and some of Elmer 


Fudd’s relatives.

Billy Jenkins, a Georgia theatre 
operator, just got a year in the can for af- 
fronting community standards by show- 
ing Carnal Knowledge. By those stan- 
dards, Ken Gaul, the director of the New 
York Erotic Film Festival, ought to get 
the chair. But this is Boston, you say, not 
Georgia, and The Best of The New York 
Erotic Film Festival is opening at the 
Kenmore. 

The show is actually the soft-core 
gleanings from the Festival’s archives. 
(Soft-core’s essence is the absence of 
penetration.) In this way, the film hopes 
to achieve untremmeled distribution; 
meanwhile, the festival’s hard-core items 
have been re-routed for private circula- 
tion. So if you want to see fucking, you'll 
have to look elsewhere. 


The most obscene thing about this 


collection of shorts is Ken Gaul’s smug, 


sexist, drooling, and generally sleazy in- 
troduction. After Gaul mercifully sur- 
renders the screen, eight short films are 
presented, albeit in a somewhat jumbled 
fashion, for our delectation. 

Of the eight selections, only two appeal- 
ed to my prurient interests. ‘‘The 
Stripper” and “Sport,” both directed by 
Alan Ruskin, are lovingly photographed 
paeans to the fantasies that arise un- 
bidden on lazy afternoons. “‘Sport’”’ makes 
new and surprising use of a baseball bat, a 
jock, a lacross racket, and a volleyball, 
transforming those mundane, sweaty ob- 
jects into baroque and curious in- 
struments of pleasure. “The Stripper” 
has the extra added attraction of the 
Watts 103rd Street Band on the sound- 
track. 

The rest of The Best is a mess. ““The 
Appointment,”. by Chuck Vincent, and 


“Life With Video,” by Willie Walker, are 
faintly amusing although completely 
devoid of any cinematographic 
sophistication. Walker's film suffers from 
paralysis of the camera, and Vincent's 
from choppy and occasionally incoherent 
editing. The other films are gimmicky, 
pretentious, and dull. 

By the way, this soft-core soiree is aim- 
ed at the much abused “‘youth market.” 
Hear that, youth? Duck.

GREASER’S PALACE. Directed 
and written by Robert Downey.

As far as my instruments indicate, this 
is a treatment of Christ converting the 
yahoos transposed into a surreal 
American West setting. My instruments 
do not reveal overly much about the film 


because it is a film of great spaces and ex- 
panses, sweeping panoramic shots of the 
Western horizons, momentous pauses 
during which nothing happens, signifi- 
cant symbols which occupy more time 
than thought. Downey, who has been so 
cutting with Putney Swope, attempts to 
achieve an ambiguity which deprives his 
movie of substance. The dialogue is 
sparse and unrevealing. 

The villain of the piece is a town-owner 
named Greaser, out of Caesar. He is a 
mild satrap who kills fools with non- 
chalance. Christ, too, is a mild figure who 
works miracles over the lead-plugged 
bodies of Greaser’s victims by raising 
them from the dead with the incantation, 
“If ya feel, ya heal.”’ Neither of these prin- 
cipals has much in the way of personality; 
their confrontations lean towards sym- 
bolism for drama, but Downey's sym-

bolism is surprisingly lightweight. 

Things happen in the film. I guess 
things happen in any film, but after a half 
hour something happening in Greaser’s 
Palace seemed like a real event. It is a 
boring experiment in symbolism and 
satire which served as a poor excuse for 
scarfing down toc much movie-house 
food. But this one is considerably shorter 
than Jesus Christ, Superstar; Godspell;

Interval starts out just like 40 Carats. 
An inept opening montage introduces 


fascinating landscape, garish color, too 
rapid and too frequent pans and zooms, 
and a mood music score many waterings 
removed from the folk music which in- 
spired it. Then the beginning of the same 
story. A middle-aged woman's car has 
broken down. She’s stranded on a lonely 
road. She’s not married. 


Interval continues just like 40 Carats. ° 


In love with the woman, a young man 
shakes off the girls who swarm him. 
The woman in Interval is Merle 
Oberon, not Liv Ullmann. The Paradise is 
Yucatan, not Greece, and the film strives 
toward the tragic. But the attitude here is 
the same as that of 40 Carats. No matter 
how strong or how independent a woman 
may be, these films suggest, she still 
needs her man. That is, she can never be 
self-sufficient, as a man might be. The 
filmmakers employ a straw-man strategy, 
gradually constructing a woman who 
seems not to need domination, then 
smashing the image they have created by 
revealing her hidden dependence. The 
woman Oberon plays has mysterious psy- 
chological troubles stemming from the 
death of her earlier lover. These anxieties 
appear in quick and jarring flashbacks 
done like a bad Hitchcock imitation, and 


they provide an easy explanation for her 
long indecision about accepting co-star 
Robert Wolders as a lover. But after she 
accepts him and he rejects her, she kills 
herself — a psychopath, perhaps, but 
mainly a woman who has come so close to 
the sort of domination which is her hidden 
need that she can't bear to lose it again. 
Films centering around the adult single 
woman and her freedom to love whomever 
she chooses may appear more and more 
frequently, as a new Hollywood breed. 
But what a reactionary force, if Interval 
and 40 Carats are any indication! These 
films, greedily capitalizing on peripheral 
aspects of women's rights, present 
cosmopolitan, international, free- 
wheeling lifestyle shackled, just barely 
below the surface, to consistently op- 
pressive doctrines about the ways men 

and women should live.

For all the backward steps this 
country is taking in the protection of civil

liberties, we tend to take our rights all too 
much for granted. Such is not the case in 
the other nations of the world, where no 
thinking person could ever make such a 
presumption. Even democratic Europe 
employs, as a matter of course, repressive 
measures that would outrage even a Nix- 
on court appointee. Nanni Loy’s film, 
Why?, imagines with considerable 
plausibility. one small, staggering exam- 
ple of what could happen there. 


An expatriate Italian businessman 
returns to Italy with his Swedish family 
for a few weeks’ holiday. At the border, he 
is summarily arrested (‘‘just a 
technicality,” the officer assures him) and 
thrown in jail without knowing the charge 
against him. Later, shunted across Italy 
from one prison to another, he learns that 
he is charged with the manslaughter of a 
man he does not know. Along the way, he 
protests his innocence to impassively 
cruel officials, brutal prison guards and 


degenerate criminals. When his only . 


friend commits suicide in his cell, he 
precipitates a prison revolt by responding 
to the priest's incantations at the 
memorial mass, in defiance of a rule com- 
manding silence by prisoners, even during 
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religious ceremonies. Before he is finally 
freed, he goes mad, a shaken, shattered, 
hopelessly bewildered man. It all turns 
out to be a technicality, after all. 

Loy’s film comes out of a long tradition 
of Italian films of social protest, although 
it notably lacks the strident politicizing 
tone of most such tracts. His use of a 
highly particularized subjective camera 
rather effectively involves us in the night- 
marishness of the situation; Loy’s com- 
passion for the oppressed prisoners and 
the wronged victim ‘is never superficial 
nor affected. But his film lacks the com- 
pelling force of personality and the 
quirkiness that made, for example, 
Joseph Losey’s The Concrete Jungle a 
work of art.

In 1950, John Huston made an urban 
crime film, The Asphalt Jungle, that 
showed sympathy for both cops and 
robbers and indicted the city for their 
crimes. 

Now, 23 years further along in the dis- 
sipation of our cities, Badge 373 teases at 
an update of that theme, in New York 
Post columnist Pete Hamill’s screenplay 
about the continuing adventures of anti- 
cop Eddie (Egan) Ryan. This time, Ryan 
(Robert Duvall) finds himself in conflict 
with a group of Puerto Rican 
revolutionaries when he tries to track 


down his partner’s killer. 

The film is an obvious attempt to ex- 
ploit the success of The French Connec- 
tion, and when it comes to pure thrills, 
the original far outshines this sequel. In 
fact, Badge 373 is at its worst when it tries 
to copy the original, especially during a 
chase sequence that lampoons rather than 
emulates the brilliant chase in French 
Connection. 

However, Badge 373 departs from 
French Connection in taking a more cir- 
cuitous route in telling its story, and it is 
in the peripheral sequences that the film 
becomes at all interesting. A young Puer- 
to Rican leader (played by former Young 
Lords head, Felipe Luciano) blames the 
city for the slaying of his sister, a junkie 
who takes tricks to support her habit. 
Ryan’s lady friend, (Verna Bloom) knows 
their only hope is to leave the city, and his 
police superior (played by Egan himself) 
ironically calls the place “Fun City” dur- 
ing a gun battle. By the time Ryan is face- 
to-face with his adversaries, Hamill’s 
clever caricatures have developed into 
sympathetic characters, and we've lost 
our taste for vengeance. A 

Not so with Ryan, however, who must 
get his man. And here the film touches on 
what seems to be an irreconciliable con- 
flict, between the simple ethics of an 
honest cop and the political struggle of an 
oppressed people who must break the law 
to try to salvage their dignity. Unfor- 
tunately, producer-director Koch fails to 
integrate these themes with the clumsy 
action sequences, and it seems that the 


film almost stumbles unknowingly over 
interesting ground. > 

Duvall had the difficult assignment of 
playing the same role that won Gene 
Hackman an Academy Award, and for me 
he added dimension to the man while 
maintaining that physical force that 
Hackman gave the part. Duvall, an in- 
credibly diverse actor, played a cop once 
before in Coppola’s The Rain People, but 
that was a midwestern highway 
patrolman; his urban cop demonstrates 
appropriately different nuances. 


Koch is a successful producer 
(Manchurian Candidate, Odd Couple) 
who knows how to put a package together, 
but probably should leave the directing to 
someone else. Badge 373 has a nice 
naturalistic texture, with choice locations 
and effective low-key lighting. But his 
dialogue scenes are uninspired, the 
choreography in the action scenes is 
laughable, and only an interesting perfor- 
mance by Duvall, who is in all but one 
sequence, holds the film together.

imagine Charles De Gaulle winding 
up on the’ mound. As a 
prose stylist, Dawson is without peer; he 
could write a treatise on rat shit and make 
it interesting. As readers of his work 
know, in fact, some of his finest pieces 
stem from this very gift: Fielding can take 
a seemingly inconsequential episode out 
of the past that any other man would have 
long since forgotten entirely, embellish it 
with the most exquisitely detailed 
recreations, flawlessly remembered, and 
turn it into a work of art. His lyric 
evocations—invariably first-person, and 
almost entirely autobiographical—have 
resulted in some of the finest short stories 
written in the past ten years, and his 
“Nonfiction-nonfiction” books(A GREAT 


DAY FOR A BALLGAME is a novel) 
such as THE BLACK MOUNTAIN 
BOOK and, especially, AN 
EMOTIONAL MEMOIR OF FRANZ 
KLINE transcend the conventional 
limitations of that genre. 

So, in fact, does AGREAT DAY FORA 
BALLGAME. Which isn’t, incidentally, 
really about a ball game. Or is it? Nor is 
it really a novel. Or is it? Subtitled “A 
Conscious Love Story,”’ it is that, but 
Dawson's book is much more. That is, it is 
real. Right down to the ball game. Suffice 
it to say that Ryan O’Neal and Ali 
McGraw will not be playing the lead roles 
in the movie. 

The bulk of Fielding Dawson’s work 
should, like Proust's, at some point be 
assembled and published as an entity, for 
it is clearly so intended. Craft. But the 
next time someone asks to borrow one of 
Fielding’s books—and I admire them all 
immensely—this is the one I’m going to 
give them.

Students of Renaissance internal 
medicine will want to know, before 
reading further, that this part of the 
column comes from someone whose 
balance of humours has changed of late. 
To wit: my spleen has been excised, and I 
presumably have nothing more to vent. 
Indeed, if the task is bearable, BAD music 
fans and Elizabethan pathologists should 
assiduously compare ensuing judgments 
with what I have said before, to determine 
whether the malice (and other splenetic 
qualities) has diminished, the benignity 
increased. Some biliousness, phlegmatici- 
ty, sanguinity, melancholy and so on 
must remain, but for the rest, it’s a whole 
new ball game. 

‘When Beethoven has visited 
Tanglewood in the past, the BSO has 
sometimes given him a we-can-play-you- 
in-our-sleep greeting. So it was with a lit- 
tle apprehension that, scores in hand, I 
tuned in to the Ludwig weekend that 
began Friday the 20th. I should note im- 
mediately that this is a review of a radio 
broadcast. WGBH provided, as usual, the 
most pristine of signals (also as usual, 
they need money right away, in order to 
continue these broadcasts). The advan- 
tages of Tanglewood home listening may 
not be readily apparent: you can depen- 
ding on your sound system, frequently 
hear more clearly than you can attending; 
you can turn pages and conduct along, 
without being stared at except by your 
spouse; you can be more comfortable; you 
have different visual distractions; if you 
tape the music, you can later verify initial 
perceptions, and so on (The drawbacks 
are obvious). 

Eugene Ormandy had chosen for Friday 
night two golden oldies: the Fifth Piano 
Concerto and the Fifth Symphony. In the 
“Emperor”, soloist Philippe Entremont 


reversed my expectations (always a ‘good 


thing): I’d anticipated light touches and 
evaporating delicacy from this 
characteristically French pianist, but his 
performance turned out to be short on 
nuance. In fact, the playing was often 
brutal. Technically, there were few errors 
either orchestral or pianistic, though 
ensemble the music went out of synch a 
few times. I thought it ultimately satisfy- 
ing. 

The Fifth Symphony is always an ex- 
perience if, listening into the music, you 
can hear it afresh, especially those in- 
cessantly repeated, transformed, broken 
apart tonic figures. The BSO’s playing 
was aroused and accurate (the horns have 
rarely sounded so confident and 
professional). Ormandy’s interpretation 
was big in scale, notably the dynamic 
range, though it wasn’t too old-fashioned 
otherwise. Tempos were taken at greater 
velocity than on Ormandy’s recordings, 
and the phrasing had a forward-moving 
pace. All of the strings sounded clean and 
ususually nimble. There were com- 
promises in the matter of just what 
Beethoven wrote: in the first movement, 
several held notes weren’t, and where 
Beethoven specifies a little ritard, he 
received a grand slowdown with pause. 
All this is the conductor’s doing, but the 
piece has been treated much worse, and 
this performance was at least terrific with 
excitement. 

Likewise that tidy, exuberant, under- 


valued symphony, the Eighth, which Or- 


mandy had chosen (in William Pierce’s 
odd phrase) to open Saturday night’s 


concert. Its rendition was just as full of 
zing and power as the Fifth had been; Or- 
mandy’s attacks were a marvel of preci- 
sion. The Eighth unfolds with amazing in- 
vention and surprise, particularly in the 
enlarging significance of minor harmonic 
detail and in some of the driving, un- 
resolved (until the last moment) chords. 
Ormandy’s realization was so attentive to 
these matters that I recalled Charles 
Rosen’s observation that for Beethoven 
the exploratory function of music took 
precedence over pleasure, instruction, 
sometimes even expression. 

Stanislav Skrowaczewski, conductor of 
the Minneapolis Symphony, presented 
the third high point of the week-end, 
Beethoven’s Third Symphony. His no- 
nonsense way with the “Eroica” ’s open- 
ing chords presaged the vigor of the pitch- 
ed battle the music contains in the first 
movement. He conducted with great 
sweep, punctuating it with those incredi- 
ble offbeats in their nearly Rite-of-Spring 
voicings. (The movement’s end was 
greeted with a loud yelp of pleasure from a 
member of the audience, incidentally.) 
The second movement takes one through 
more changes per unit of time than is even 
Beethoven’s custom. There was some 
beautiful soloing, often a BSO problem; 
oddities of tempo and rubato, however, 
began to appear. The third movement 
was taken briskly, but Skrowaczewski set 
forth its stunning rhythms deftly, and the 
French horns adequately negotiated their 
tough passages. The last movement was 
similarly quick, but with large pauses and 


much slowness in the more developmental 
variations. Still, this performance as a 


whole was every bit as inspired as Colin. 


Davis’s winter one. Of this the BSO can 
be proud, for Tanglewood has occasional- 
ly discouraged such excitement in stan- 
dard repertory playing. Berkshire humidi- 
ty has something to do with it, noticeably 
in the strings, but not this week-end, even 
though I was told that Friday and Satur- 
day were typically damp. “ 

With all of this magnificent music be- 
ing played zealously, it’s almost a relief to 
report that there was crummy Beethoven, 
too. To have withstood a superb Ninth 


and. Violin Concerto would have been dif- 


ficult. (Indeed, the BSO should consider 
whether, every summer, so much 
Beethoven at one time is not excessive.) 

iIn famous Beethoven’s femous Ninth 
(Ringo Starr’s phrase), which closed 
Saturday night, one didn’t want to accuse 
Ormandy of getting lost. Yet in the first 
movement several choirs, notably 
woodwinds, appeared not to know what 
was going on; and the orchestra altogether 
seemed frequently to be mumbling in- 
coherently or simply flailing away with no 
goal in sight. The interior movements 
were better in this regard, despite their 
sounding rushed and under-rehearsed; 
the last movement (a four-movement 
symphony by itself, Rosen notes) pointed 
up the contrast between charged 
orchestral and choral work (the latter by 
the Tanglewood Festival Chorus), and the 
strained output of the breathless vocal 
quartet. Peter Lagger’s opening state- 


ment was robust and in tune, though his . 


German was ridiculous; elsewhere he had 
to push too hard. Joanna Simon and Seth 
McCoy sounded good in their somewhat 
less important parts, but Phyliss Curtin 


appeared to be in no shape for the rigors . 


at the top, and was strikingly short- 
winded. Granted, it’s terribly difficult 
music, a kind of late quartet for voice, and 
I’ve heard worse maneuverings. But the 
Ninth was a let-down after the Eighth, in 
my opinion, and who would have thought 
that possible? 

The Violin Concerto was Sunday’s first 


-big piece, following an, expertly rendered 


“Coriolan” Overture. I have never heard 
the BSO play their part of this concerto 
badly, and Skrowaczewski kept the music 
flowing. Violin soloist Sidney Harth, 
however, fairly botched it: from his sour 
opening to his disastrous cadenza I heard 
little to enjoy. His pitch was all over the 
place, his tone was wiry, his technique un- 
remarkable. The cutesy phrasing in the 
final movement I found particularly ill- 
conceived; but perhaps that was because 
of the unattractive, choking moments. In 
the slowly-played second movement, 
Harth improved, it is true. He had a good 
sense of where he was going, which is hard 
to project in this movement, and momen- 
tarily his tone and phrasing became 
almost elegant. Still, notes were dropped 
and other errors were audible. One had 
only to recall Isaac Stern’s lush, true 
reading of three summers ago (the 
Beethoven bicentennial) to recognize the 
depth of Harth’s ineptitude. 


And Hudson Valley Cherubini

Summer is a bad time for the incurable 
operaphile, what with theaters closed and | 
singers on vacation. Still, a few special. . 
events turn up every summer to tempt the 
devotee. Just up the Hudson from New 
York, for instance, nestled in the 
Washington Irving countryside of 
Katonah, the true bel-cantist will dis- 
cover one of those special festivals 
guaranteed to. sustain his operatic 
cravings throughout the long vocal off- 
season. The place is Caramoor, once a 
private and palatial estate, built back 
when flaunting a fortune was a social 
grade. Now it is transformed during July 
into an exciting and often adventurous 
music festival guided by the ubiquitous 
Julius Rudel, artistic director of both the 
New York City and the- Washington 
Operas. Performances at Caramoor are 
held outdoors. An open-air Venetian 
theater, more Ruskin that Palladio, 
provides the perfect setting for classical 
opera, and over the years rarities like 
Mozart’s Idomeneo have won imaginative 
revivals, staged against this extravagant, 
courtly backdrop. 

This summer’s attraction (July 7 and 
14) was the performance of the very rarely 
staged opera, Luigi Cherubini’s Medea. 
For those unfamiliar with the legend, it 
should suffice to say that vengeance and 
murder (the slaughter of the protagonist’s 
children) make up the substance of this 
grisly mythic tragedy that Cherubini, 
with pitiless demands on his singers, turn- 
ed into an heroic but marmorial opera. 


Few composers lived up to their names 
less than Cherubini (cherubs). Most of his 
long life (1760-1842) was spent terrifying 
people; consequently, his almost total 
neglect today seems poetic justice. But 
Beethoven. thought highly of him, even 
though Cherubini once remarked that 
Beethoven’s music made him sneeze. Oc- 


’ casionally an early opera like Lo Sposo di 


Tre, Marito .di Nessuna (husband to 
three, married to none) is investigated for 
purely camp reasons, but Medee (it was 
originally written to a French libretto) 
remains his acknowledged masterpiece. 
Not that the opera has much currency 


in the standard repertory, for the role of 


Medea is perhaps the most hellish tour- 
de-force ever penned for the soprano 
voice. A mere run-through at the piano is 
enough to send prima donnas with less 
than stentorian equipment into early 
retirement. In addition, Cherubini 
demands from his leading lady almost 
every imaginable vocal coloration and 
nuance to portray the betrayed and im- 
placable princess. 

Not surprisingly, great Medeas have 
been few.(The first died from lung injuries 
incurred in singing the premier in 1797.) A 
few years ago the opera owed its in- 
frequent revival to two very special voices, 
those of Maria Callas and Eileen Farrell. 
Callas’s performance at the 1953 Florence 
May Festival can probably be counted 
among the great vocal feats of the 20th 
century. So it’s no idle tribute to report 
that Maralin Niska, singing the part for 


her first time, sent Caramoor’s audience 
home in an agreeable state of operatic 
shell-shock. Here was a performance to 
tense the spine and dampen the palms. 

But it wasn’t all unleashed tigress. The 
real difficulties of Medea lie in its enor- 
mous range and in the temptation to use 
up every vocal resource before the climax. 
Niska paced herself carefully, alternating 
rage with moments of such tenderness 
and resignation that the final outbursts 
preceeding her maternal massacre blazed 
with a ferocity you could feel back in Row 
XX. Her performance was a study in the 
well-orchestrated crescendo. 

Fortunately, Niska was encouraged to 
bare her fangs in a production that oozed 
melodrama. Medea is, despite 
Cherubini’s lofty style, the direct ancestor 
of Romantic ‘‘Grand Opera”’, so a “‘stand- 
and-deliver” performance won’t do. As 
staged by the City Opera’s Frank Corsaro, 
it was all shamelessly exciting. His best 
touch was the addition of two slithery, 
reptilian minions, wrapped alla turca, 
who served as Medea’s alter-ego, goading 


» her onto murder when doubts arose. Not 


exactly Euripides, perhaps, but as 
“Grand Guignol’”’ it couldn’t be faulted. 


Few sopranos are likely to survive in a 
steady diet of Medea; still, the success of 
this one perhaps means that Maralin 
Niska will eventually bring it to Lincoln 
Center soon. If so, run, don’t walk, as 
seats are liable to be scarcer than sur- 
vivors of Medea’s wrath.

(THE OTHER SIDE OF THE SKY) 
Atlantic (SD 7265) 


In many ways this is a depressing 
album. Not depressing in the way an 
Isaac Hayes album or a Temptations is 
depressing, music that carries the dead 
weight of repetition and boredom. 
Aretha’s album is depressing because of 
the direction in which Aretha is pointing 
her music, the lightweight black muzak of 
Roberta Flack/Quincy Jones. 

Most of what I don’t like about the 
album can be traced to producer Jones, of 
movie and T'V soundtrack fame, who has 
succeeded in making Aretha sound cold, 
almost inaccessible with his overbearing 
band charts. It’s sad that Aretha, who has 
always kept her singing intensely per- 
sonal, has allowed such impersonal music 
to find its way on this record. 

Side one is impossible for me to listen to 
all the way through. “(Hey Now Hey” and 
“So Swell” have that grinding Bill 
Cosby/Sanford & Son, “funk for funk’s 
sake” arrangement that Jones uses so 
often in his soundtracks when he wants to 
designate “soul.” That in itself is enough 
to put me off; it doesn’t even’ matter that 
Aretha’s lyrics are equally poor. Side one 
also contains “Somewhere” from West 


Side Story, which comes off well, and the 
highlight of the album, “Angel,” written 
by Aretha’s sister Carolyn. “Angel” is a 
lovely unpretentious song about looking 
for a love and which Atlantic has released 
as a single. 

Side two fares little better as a whole. 
“Mr. Spain” (“don't put that needle in 
your vein/Mister Spain”) is a little cloudy 
but is conceptually related to the sleazy 
inside cover. Bobby Womack’s “That's 
the Way I Feel About Cha” is potentially 


good Aretha material, but lacking 


Womack’s sweet guitar and bass lines, 
and burdened by its seven minute length, 
it becomes boring half way through. The 
arrangement on ‘‘Moody’s Mood”’ is 
pointless, more appropriate as a Pointer 
Sisters or Bette Midler parody, and cer- 
tainly undistinguished when compared to 
Esther Phillips’ exquisite version. 
Young, Gifted and Black, Aretha’s last 
studio album, took a lot of listening, and 
struggling before it finally got over. I’m 
holding out the same hope for Hey Now 
Hey, but I just don’t see it coming. Aretha 
deserves so much better than this.

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GREENSLADE (Warner: Bros. bs 
2698) 


The other night in a fit of drunken sen- 


timentality I locked up every record made 
after 1970 and swallowed the key. 

Since the rock peak, there have been 
few directions in which a musician could 
go. He could go in for a slick 
Broadwayesque production, as have 
Fleetwood Mac. Another accepted and 
difficult to pursue avenue is to embrace 
the unexpected and frankly weird; Yes 
and King Crimson are the best, and 
several other groups have tried with vary- 
ing success. If one were seriously lacking 
in taste buds, one could delve into the 
current phases of Heavy and Downer- 
rock, or become a revivalist. Nearly 
everyone with a guitar is heading off in 
one of these directions, and it’s getting ex- 
tremely boring. 

Perhaps the key to Greenslade’s 
success, then, is that not one of the guys 
in the group plays guitar. Bassist Tony 
Reeves comes awfully close to guitar style 
in the several solos he plays in 
“Melange,” but this is still a completely 
guitar-free album. Instead, Dave 
Greenslade and Dave Lawson play 
organs, electric pianos, Mellotron (what, 
again? Don’t worry, they use it pretty 
sparingly), and a healthy dose of vibes as 
well. 


Reeves’ production piles up these in- 
struments in a steep, impressive layer 
cake that the word “‘dense” just isn’t man 
enough to describe. But it never gets 
ponderous, for Lawson sings in a light and 
malleable voice, and drummer Andy 
McCullouch, once of King Crimson, 
dances around the difficult parts with sur- 
Passing desterity. The Crimson random 
drumming style is very much called for to 
complement the jazz finesses of 
Greenslade, who was the keyboard giant 
of Colosseum. 

Under the tent of the weighty produc- 
tion it would have made little sense to 
strive for notes, so Greenslade and Law- 
son generate textures instead. Greenslade 
spreads his brooding organ over the in- 
troduction to “Drowning Man”, tighten- 
ing into a hymn as Lawson intones, 
“Forgive us all our trespasses, as we do 
not forgive. . .” In “Feathered Friends,”’ 
over the grittiest organ tone imaginable, 
Lawson struts out ‘““What’s your poison? 
Well, here’s mud in your eye!’’ Both 
keyboarders pattern an oriental garden

for “Temple Song,” in which the vibes are 
very refreshing, and the whole band plays 
an energetic game of Guess the Meter on 
“An English Western” — and wins. 
Even without the lock on my record 
chest, it is hard to think of similar sound 
structures. If Peter Green were still 
developing an open-minded blues form 
instead of carrying bedpans in a rural 
English hospital, he might have been able 
to write “What are you Doin’ to Me.” The 
comparison to Wakeman keeps creeping 
into mind, but only for the multiplicity of 
instruments, and for the fact that they 
tapped resident Yes artist Roger Dean to 
do the cover.

I tried hard to get into the proper frame . 


of mind for this record. I smoked a key, 
drank a case, popped five bennies and 
smoked, smoked, smoked that cigarette 
while gulping a thermos of coffee in a 
Cummins diesel from Detroit City. 
Despite all that empathy, however, Com- 
mander Cody’s third album sounds a lit- 
tle thin on material, despite the group's 
customary high spirits. The first group to 
get on, what has. become something of a 
western-swing bandwagon, Cody and the 
Airmen in their first atbum, Lost in the 
Ozone, set a tough standard of good taste 
and long-haired country songwriting it’s 
been hard-pressed to match since. The 
follow-up records have been forgettable 
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Did the place where you were living 


outside of scattered gems like “Smoke, 
Smoke Smoke (that cigarette),”’ another 
country-pop hit single for a group that 
specializes in puzzling pigeon-holers. 
Casanova features a couple of good 
rockers, but most of the original Cody 
numbers sound like rewrites of tired coun- 
try themes laden with monotonous tunes. 


“I’m a Country Casanova, got a girl in. 


every town.” 

The failure of Casanova is an ironic 
one: it fails in the same way the group’s 
big-selling first album succeeded. Lost in 
the Ozone established the. group’s uni- 
quenessand eclecticism with a sampling of 
various traditional musics done different- 
ly, but as well, as the originals. Since 
then, Cody has taken that first album as 
little less than a formula — a unique for- 


mula, but, by now, as monotonous as any . 
recipe repeated too often. Casanova has. 


some 50s stuff, some western-swing, some 
straight country — but nothing unex- 
pected, either in choice of material or 
arrangement. Buy Ozone, catch them in 
person, or flag down their souped-up 


Greyhound, especially if you have some 


good songs.

Harry K. McClintock: “HAYWIRE 
MAC” (FD 5272) 


No one will give these much airplay, ex- 
cept Danny Schecter, but these recent 
releases from Folkways continue a tradi- 
tion of powerful recorded protest by 
Folkways, dating back to World War 
Two. 

Good Morning Vietnam is a montage of 
much the same texture as Schecter’s 


WBCN newscasts. Taken from 50 hours of 


recordings by two French journalists, the 
record intercuts Radio A.F.V.N. 

propaganda, interviews with Gls, an LBJ 
speach, battle “footage,” a math lesson in 
a Vietnamese. school, Radio Hanoi 
propaganda and bits of music. The cut- 
ting is as ambitious as an Eisenstein or 
Godard: montage, but does not seem to 
be based on clear politics of any kind. 


The result is powerful in eqisodes such 


as an interview in a bar above a terrible 
Philippine band playing Yankee Doodle; 
predictable in the juxtaposition of LBJ 
quotes and bomb noises. Perhaps the 
most grisly item on the record is a long ex- 
cerpt from an American~ Army 
Psychological Services record. It is the 


narrative of a Vietnamese ghost advising: 


his NFL comrades to return to their 
families. 

The actualities of war on disc, without a 
political context, have, intended, or un- 
intended, a similar pacifist tone. The 
journalists project a version of the war the 
new leaders of the CIA are not unhappy 
with: confused Vietnamese primitives 
among warring military and propaganda 
machines. Nothing is here to explain the 
motivations of the millions who fought 
the war, although there is much 
documentation of the low morale of US 
troops. 
Selections from The Journal of Albion 
Moonlight is a posthumous addition to 
Folkways’ extraordinary series of albums 
by the greatest reader among recent 
poets. The book from which it comes was 
Patchen’s gripping nightmare version of 
World War II. Furious with Hitler, with 
the newly patriotic Communists, and still 
furious with American capitalism, 
Patchen would take no side in the war but 
that of revolution against everybody. The 
intense vision and poetic language of the 
book have made it an underground 


classic; people who know it will pick each 
other out and talk for hours thirty years 
after its publication. 

Patchen’s Folkways selections are not 
only another great reading, they are also a 
useful guide and skeleton key to a book of 
everchanging imagery. Most importantly, 
Patchen’s godlike placid voice adds a new 
layer of meaning to the tortured text. 

In a more “conventional’’ vein of 
protest are the songs of Ewen MacColl 
and Peggy Seeger on the Folkways Record 
of Contemporary Songs. Peggy Seeger is 


' the sweetsinging full sister of the ethnical 


Mike and the half-sister of the protesting 
Pete. In the mid-fifties she emigrated to 
England and hitched up with MacColl, 
and Scottish balladeer and. playwright. 
Among their first collaborations was a 
series of radio ballads on the lives of 
different types of workers, utilizing 
MacColl’s songs, some of which then 
passed into use by the. unions. 

The two became leaders in Britain’s 
folk song and protest. movements, which 
were intertwined there as they were over 
here. The fruits of this effort are generally - 
unavailable in the US, except on im- 
ported ARGO records, although 
MacColl’s apolitical love song, ““The First 
Time Ever I Saw Your Face” was a 
number-one hit for Roberta Flack last 
year. 

The new record shows MacColl 
broadening from his grounding in 
traditional music. “The Ballad of Ac- 
counting” shows the influence of Brecht’s 
musical callaborators; other songs are 
reminiscent of “Eleanor Rigby” and other 
rock; even Jazz. However, the musical 
means remains the portable one guitar 
and voices (“The workers do not carry 
pianos around with them,” Hans Eisler), 
and the words are primary to MacColl. 

MacColl’s very concrete songs of work 
(Some of them are available on British In- 
dustrial Ballads, (Vanguard VRS-9090) 
have laid a base for his new diction: 


What did you learn in the morning? 
How much did you know in the after- 
noon? 
Were you content in the evening? 
Did they teach you how to question 
when you were at the school? 
Did the factory help you grow 
were you the maker or the tool? 


enrich your life, and then 
Did you reach some understanding 
of all your fellow men? 


“We Don’t Want to Live Like That” 
and “Lament for the Death of a Nobody” 
are typical of MacColl’s new songs in 
moving from realistic accounts of workers 
to social criticism, often of his own middle 
class. Fascinating in this light is Peggy 
Seeger’s best song on the album, “Song of 
Myself,” an attempt to explain the evolu- 
tion of a middle-class protest singer. The 
song avoids the woodenness of several of 


her other efforts, which threaten to turn. 


her into_ a farther-left, lower-register 
Baez. 

In the realm of history, Folkways has 
reissued a record by IWW singer and later 
professional hillbilly ‘Haywire Mac” 
McClintock. Mac was a close associate of 
Joe Hill and claims (on the record) the be 
the first public performer of ‘‘The 
Preacher and the Slave,” Hill’s most pop- 
ular number. Certainly he performs it 
well on this album, adding some funny ex- 
tra words and a terrific, self-satisfied 
chuckle on the end. McClintock also does 
Hill’s Casey Jones (That’s the one were 
Casey is killed for scabbing and expelled 
by the angels’ union), and a selection of 
his commercial cowboy songs. 

As I say, no airplay for this stuff, so 
you'll have to buy it to hear it. One last 
note on airplay: The last Strawbs album 
(the group has broken up) Bursting at the 
Seams (A&M 4383) has a rather militant 
number called “Part of the Union.”’ An 
apparent anomaly for a_ traditionally 
oriented group, the song actually fits into 
a British tradition of song dating back to 
the Chartist movement of the early 1800s: 

So though I’m a working man 

I can ruin the government’s plan 

Though I’m not too hard, 

the sight of my card 

Makes me some kind of superman. 
With a chorus full of “You don’t get me, 
I’m part of the union,” this little ditty was 
number one on the pirate stations during 
the general strikes last year in England. 
The BBC wouldn’t play it, and it hasn't 
come in on my car radio yet, except for 
once on WNTN. 

At least we can still Bwy the stuff.

Anouilh?

DEAR ANTOINE or THE LOVE THAT 
FAILED by Jean Anouilh. Translated by 
Lueienne Hill. Directed by Kent Paul. 
Settings by Ralph Funicello. At the Har- 
vard Summer School Repertory Theatre, 
Loeb Drama Center. 


Whether Anouilh set out to write a 
profound and puzzling minor masterpiece 
or simply to play a playwright’s trick isn’t 
clear. A celebrated French playwright 
(now who could that be?) suddenly dis- 
appears into Bavaria in search of his 
childhood nanny and goodness knows 
what else. Three years later, he kills 
himself while cleaning his guns. But An- 
toine de Saint-Flour seems to have made 
posthumous arrangements to gather the 
important characters in his life for the 
reading of his will. This unlikely group of 
wives, mistresses and dubious friends are 
then trapped together in a Bavarian cas- 
tle, the last of the playwright’s “homes,” 
by an avalanche which seems also to have 
been somehow preordained if such things 
are possible. And so we have a marvelous- 
ly contrived confrontation with past 
feelings and the ghost. 

Oddly enough, all of this parallels the 
scene three years before at Anteine’s fif- 
tieth birthday party which immediately 
preceded his withdrawal from Paris socie- 
ty. The same group (a credible gathering, 
perhaps, for a funeral but preposterous at 
a birthday party) was there,witness to An- 
toime’s intention to write a play with 


’ roughly the same plot called (you guessed 


it}Dear Antoine or The Love That Failed. 
Later, he even invites a group of actors 
frem the Comedie Francais to Bavaria to 
petform this somewhat masturbatory ex- 
ercise for him but is frustrated by the 
result, The question inevitably rises at- 
this point as to how much of the play is a 


play and what, if anything, is real. But all : 


of this shuffling of past and present, love 


and dalliance, “real things” and make 


believ, with shades of immortality, is 
presented, according to the playwright 
(Anouilh and not Antoine in his program 
note for the 1969 Paris production), “with 


no other object then to entertain you for a 


moment.” 

The ‘*modent” lasts three hours at the 
Loeb, and it isn’t always. entertaining 
though a great deal of. it. is clever.

Anouilh, like his counterpart Antoine de 
Saint-Flour, is a master of theatrical 
trickery. In fact he may well have in mind 
a similar production of “Dear Jean”’ for 
his own funeral — who can say? But as a 
most prolific playwright — Dear Antoine 
is his 29th play — Anouilh’s life has been 
steeped in this strange, suspended world 


‘of theatrical pretending. And that is what 
“Dear Antoine is about: the always shifting 
relationship: between illusion, actuality, 


and what might. most loftily be titled 


“TRUTH.” Who is ultimately more real, 


Cervantes or Don Quixote?, the question 


used to be. The corollary quandry, ‘Does 
anybody care?” never seems to come up. 
But that’s literature, that’s life. 

The next big question has to do with 
love. Is it an illusion? Antoine tells a love- 
ly young coquette who is the daughter of a 
former mistress, ““You are what every man 
dreams of, the illusion of love.” And yet 
he, the perpetual womanizer, refuses to 
touch her. His last mistress, a young Ger- 
man girl, leaves him because she wants to 
have “‘real things’? — a husband, 
children, a home, bread and butter on her 
table. Is love not then a real thing? Few of 


the characters at the funeral can 
remember back to whether or not they 
ever loved Antoine. It is so much easier to 
remember who did what to whom. And 
yet that is what Antoine seems to be ask- 
ing through this elaborate charade, “Do 
you love me?” 

Anouilh might be much amused by all 
this speculation. After all, he intends, or 
so he says, only to entertain us for a mo- 
ment and not to baffle us for weeks. But 
the plain fact is that Dear Antoine is more 
entertaining to ruminate on than to sit 
through. Much of the dialogue is witty 
and observant, and the characters are in- 
deed colorful. But the play is too brittle, 
too merely brilliant on the surface to 
justify its length. Dear Antoine begins 
with a death and travels mostly 
backwards; the past is jumbled but it’s 
still the past. And after a while, especially 
sinee every short scene is followed by an 
inexplicable blackout during which no 
scenery appears to have been shifted or 
costumes changed, one becomes obsessed 
with wondering when, if ever, it will all 
end. 

The characters, however, whatever 
their personal quirks and peccadillos, are 
a fascinating and intelligent lot, and the 
play is very nearly sustained by clever 
conversation. The problem is that, as with 
“Lady Windemere’s Fan,” everything is a 
little stiff and sterile. But Patricia 
‘Falkenhain as the playwright’s first wife, 
an aging tragedienne who lurches about 
on a cane looking like a giant Agnes 
Moorehead and sounding like Bea Arthur 
with a throat ailment, provides some fine 
comic moments. Ms. Falkenhain is sort of 
the Loeb summer company’s resident 
“flashy Lady” and she has a tendency to 
play too broadly to suit me. But here she 
is unquestionably in her element and the 
other characters, though adequate for the 
most part, pale in comparison. 

Ralph Funicello’s intriguing setting, 
suggestions of Baroque splendor hung on 
unmasked scaffolding, is perhaps the best 
thing about Dear Antoine. I just wish I 
could figure out what they were doing to it 
during those lengthy blackouts. Perhaps 
it was just Anouilh’s way of reminding us 
that the playwright holds the cards. And 
when he decides that we’ll sit in the dark, 
we sit in the dark.

THE REVENGER’S TRAGEDY by 
Cyril Tourneur 

Directed by Donald Colucci 

At the Publick Theatre 


There has been scholarly debate over 
whether or not Cyril Tourneur, to whom 
Tne Revenger's Tragedy is credited, ac- 
tually wrote it. If I were Cyril, I think I 
would deny it. Not that Revenger’s 
Tragedy is an awful script — far from it. 
It is, in fact, a rather celebrated sleeper, 

_intriguingly bizarre and strung together 
with some certainly flamboyant, in- 
tricately patterned poetry. But depraved?’ 
Oh, what a swill pot some poor analyst 
might have uncovered if they’d ever 
gotten Cyril on the couch. 

One might look askance upon the play’s 
rather unhealthy dwelling on the seamier 
side of sex, but necrophilia and incest are 
probably harmless pastimes and little else 
seems potent enough to divert this strange 
crew of revengers, even momentarily, 
from dispatching each other in ever 
thickening puddles of gore. There are so 
many killings towards the end and in such 
quick succession that the falling bodies do 
indeed look like dominoes. Perhaps 
Tourneur had a quota to meet. 

The revenge play was to the Jacobeans 
and Elizabethans as familiar a genre as, 
say, the Neil Simon comedy to New York 
tourists. The prototype, of course, is 
Shakespeare’s “Hamlet,” heavy on killing 
but considerably more subtle than 
Tourneur’s extravagant bloodbath. Both 
the melancholy Dane and Tourneur’s Vin- 
dice (which means “revenger’’) are bent 
in their distinctive fashions on revenging 
a murder and both seem given to chatting 


with skulls, but there the similarity pretty 
much ends. Would Hamlet ever, for ex- 
ample, dress his skull up-like a woman 
and pour poison between its teeth so that 
some fellow sickie, given that he felt like 
kissing a skull, might suck the sucks of 
sweet strichnine (or its seventeenth cen- 
tiiry equivalent?)

The Revenger’s Tragedy has seldom 
been performed and so the Publick 
Theatre’s current production, performed 
on their outdoors site in Brighton, is 
something of a curiosity. But if this is, as 
many scholars claim, a great play, you 
couldn’t prove it by this production which 
does not appear to have set upon any style 
more definitive than “vaguely camp” 
with intermittent flashes of raw 
melodrama. 

That The Revenger’s Tragedy is 
grotesque is undeniable. The question is 
whether it will be frighteningly, dis- 
comfortingly grotesque or just laughably 
grotesque. And to avoid bordering on the 
silly, the play most definitely requires a 
firm and, I believe, starker production 
concept than Director Don Colucci has 


applied here and a deeper involvement 
with the real depravity indicated by the 
script than the Publick actors evidence. 
The production vacillates without ap- 
parent direction between a straight, 
somewhat unimaginative blocking of 
what is just not a “slap it up and it plays 
itself’ work and some pretty outrageous 
overplay. But the transitions are not dis- 
tinct or explicable enough to make the 
clowning viable comic relief. 

Rather, the effect is one of “sleepy 
director’s mishmash,’’ a syndrome into 
which Colucci invariably falls when he 
tries to mount two shows at once. In this 
case, “Much Ado About Nothing” with its 
novel comic book gimmick appears to 
have received the lion’s share of direc- 
torial consideration. Revenger's Tragedy, 
lacking a gimmick, is left to flounder. 

And none of the performers appear to 
feel the evil at work in Tourneur’s play 
deeply enough to make it work. The play 
is perhaps too difficult to be done well 
without topnotch professionals, and cer- 
tainly Jay Foote, Michael Martorano and 
Ed Barran perform intelligently in very 
demanding roles. But there is no fire 
behind their speechmaking, and that is 
essential if this strange play is to sweep us 
into its arch unpleasantness. Brenton 
Gallatin, a last minute replacement who 
performed the very difficult role of the 
lascivious duke with a script_in his hand, 
did so admirably and I suspect he will 
become quite good. 

As-for this Revenger’s Tragedy being 
one of the great plays of the English 
language, I have long thought that Bob 
Brustein would say anything to get atten-

WALDMAN ON THEATER The 
photographs of Max Waldman. With an 
introduction by Clive Barnes. Doubleday 
& Co. $10.00. 


In an era when both “‘neo-realist” and 
“abstract” painters follow photographers 
in the current vogue for a hard-edged 
clarity, Max Waldman stands 
magnificently apart. A master 
photographic craftsman, he’exploits the 
medium’s inherent grain structure to 
create surfaces which resemble soft lyrical 
brush strokes rather than the invisible 
textures of a photograph. His subject is 
the theater, more specifically the re- 
creation of drama which he has uprooted 
and replanted in his empty studio. But it 
is the spirit, not the letter, of the play to 
which Waldman is faithful. There is no 
attempt to recount the plot. He concen- 
trates instead on a revelation of dramatic 
substance. 


Waldman focuses on the nuances of a 
single character or the details of a scene. 
These fragments are arranged into se- 
quences or presented simply as variations 
on a theme. A striking example is his 
study of Charlotte Corday’s pathological 
slumber in the Marat/Sade chapter. Her 
condition is expressed by her legs collap- 
sing beneath her, head and body unable 
to remain upright, and her face strewn 
with tousled hair. These nine pictures 
spread across four pages lack dramatic 
linearity, but they form a static montage 
which by its very stillness, captures the 
nature of immobility. Similarly, Wald- 
man evokes character through the 
highlighting of gesture and feature. 
Morris Carnovsky’s King Lear is recogniz- 
ed and understood by the distinctive 
curve of his nose, his flared nostrils and 
the placement of his hands with the 
almost invariable extension of the 
forefinger. Isolated mannerisms join to 
symbolize both the character and the per- 
son in the role. 


In Waldman’s photographs, visual 
zlarity is supplanted by poetry. His pic- 
tures become accessible much as Ad 
Reinhardt’s black paintings do. Little is 
apparent at first glance; modulations of 
‘one only gradually materialize. Forms 
degin:to congeal around vague contours. 
Slowly, figures etched in grey emerge as if 
scratched out of the blackness. 
Shiaroscuro effects reminiscent of 
Daravaggio illuminate one’s way into the 
picture's dense surface. But the obscurity 
s often impenetrable. Faces concealed by

darkness can only be conjured by the im- 
agination. Nevertheless, one learns as 
much from what one doesn’t see: the 
mystery is kept intact. 

Striving for the appearance of tonal 
continuity, most photographers try to 
minimize perceptible grain. Waldman 
maximizes it. He exaggerates the size of 


the silver nitrate particles, obliterati=-g 
sharp lines in diminishing intensities of 
black: Bodies fuse with one another and 
the background. The atmosphere created 
becomes an almost palpable presence as 
well as a dramatic force. In Paradise Now 
performed by the “Living Theater,” the 
mass of intertwined bodies at times seems 


to float weightlessly through or struggle 
against the haze as though underwater. 
These writhing figures are pitted against 
the imposing force which surrounds 
them.Similar in presentation is the “Per- 
formance Group’s Dionysus in '69. Their 
interconnected bodies look like a con- 
tinually changing sculpture. The fact that 
no body is a discrete unit evokes a 
primordial collective unity. “We steal a 
glimpse into the nature of the Dionysian,” 
Nietzsche said. “if we add to this terror 
the blissful ecstasy that wells from the 
innermost depths of man, indeed of 
nature, at this collapse of the principle of 
individuation.”” This ecstasy encom- 
passes Eros as well as agony, in fact unites 
them in a single image. In this outstan- 
iding sequence, a collective birth is at once 
gang rape, strangulation and mass 
‘murder. The players later smear each 
cther with paint, delighting in the sym- 
bolic gore of a sacrificial ritual whose best 
visual analogues are Bosch’s visionary 
Hell and the atrocities of Vietnam. 


Similar themes run through other 
Waldman photographs—insanity, rage, 
and ecstasy, anguish, agony and tension; 
they are often resolved by. the quiet 
deposition from the cross. There is little 
separation between joy and sorrow, life 
and death, or between the dramas he 
photographs for that matter. Waldman’s 
artistic stamp is so omnipresent that all 
kinds of theater tend to look the same. 
Seen through Waldman’s camera, such 
diverse productions as War and Peace and 
Bluebeard could have taken place in the 
asylum of Charenton. 


It is unfortunate that the sublime sub- 
tlety of Waldman’s work (recently on ex- 
hibit at the New York Cultural Center) is 
all but lost in book form. The reproduc- 
tions in Waldman On Theater are post- 
card (even postage stamp) size. But 
enlargement alone doesn’t solve the 
problems his pictures face when mass 
reproduced. Some of his images from 
Marat/Sade have been posterized and 
widely distributed, but even in this form 
worthy of their complexity they conveyed 
more horror than poetry. The delicacy 
and intricacy of the original prints are vir- 
tually non-reproducable. Though it is 
gratifying to witness the growing pop- 
ularity of such a fine artist, it is dis- 
heartening to see his work compromised. 
Waldman On Theater can only be an in- 
triguing approximation of this master’s 
art.

THE COMIC MIND: COMEDY 
AND THE MOVIES by Gerald Mast 
Bobbs-Merrill Co., New York, 
324 pages 


So who doesn’t like movies? And if you 


like movies, I mean, if you just adore 
movies, then- you probably like reading 
about them. The process is perhaps 
analogous to the rabid Red Sox fan who 
anxiously awaits the morning paper’s ac- 
count of the game he’s just seen at 
Fenway. The fan, although he may not 
know it, wants to read about the game in 
order to confirm his experience in a linear, 
rational, scholastic, and literary fashion. 
Or so McLuhan tells us. What would 
McLuhan say about the very idea of a 
book about film? However Gerald Mast’s 
The Comic Mind is good just because it is 
a super-linear analysis of film. Except for 
the first twenty-seven pages; that’s 
another story altogether. 

Mast begins, in traditignal Eng./Lit. 
scholarly fashion, with a compendium of 
the basic theories, genres, and motifs of 
the comic mode in literature. He outlines 
what he considers to be eight archetypal 
comic plots and illustrates them with ex- 
amples from both film and literature. 
Forget it. If you’ve ever read a graduate 
thesis in literature, you know the gig. A 
serious — ahem — study must — 
harrumph — be proved truly serious by 
quoting a Greek, a Roman, or at least, an 
Elizabethan. This occupational disease of 
scholarly writing has filled thousands of 
carrels with the sighs of pallid graduate 
students and made library shelves ’round 
the world groan with the weight of redun- 
dant research. 

Mast, an English teacher, probably 
couldn’t help himself. Fortunately, the 
rest of his book illustrates far better than I 
could the superfluousness of his opening 
chapter. Film is a visual record of an im- 
age that moves. In order to analyse the 
meaning of that image one must first dis- 
cover how it presents itself to our eyes. 


How are the shots arranged, i.e., edited? 
Is the director presenting us with a long- 

~shot or a close-up? What is the visual 
rhythm that the images create on the 
screen? Only when these questions are 
answered can one attempt to fit a film 
into a critical structure created to ex- 
plicate another and radically different art 
form. Whatever value exists in applying 
the terms of literary criticism to film lies 
in our own greater familiarity with that 
style than with the as yet undefined 
grammar of the film. So much for my ax. 
After page twenty-seven the linear struc- 
ture of Mast’s book becomes its greatest 
strength. 

The Comic Mind is constructed 
through the use of parallel and antithesis. 
Mast counterposes clown against clown, 
director against director, technique 
against technique. The book itself is 
rather neatly divided between sound and 
silent film comedy. Through the use of 
contraposition, Mast develops some ex- 
tremely pointed insights as to the in- 
herent differences in the two eras of film- 
making. 


Silent . comedy, was essentially 


editor’s medium. It was almost wholly 
dependent upon rhythm and tempo for its 
comic effects. Here, Mast effectively 
employs Henri Bergson’s theory of com- 
edy as a reduction of human action to its 
mechanical mirror image. The under- 
cranked camera of Max Sennett, the cen- 
trifugal whirl of Keaton’s acrobatics, the 
dare-devil feats of Lloyd, all present a 
world where the line between the animate 
and inanimate blurs. 

When the comic film entered the sound 
era, it was of necessity taken over by 
writers, and by writer/directors: Ben 
Hecht, S.J. Perelman, Frank Capra, 
Preston Sturges, etc. Dialogue became 
the sine qua non of comedy. One detects 
in Mast a pregisposition toward silent 
film. Although he tries to give “talkies” 
their due, I got the feeling he would 


probably agree with James Agee’s 
dogmatic statement: only thing 
wrong with screen comedy today is that it 
takes place on a screen which talks.”’ The 
silent screen comedian lived in a world of 
the purely visual. He could develop his art 
idiom. 


On a more abstract level, Mast’s 


dichotomy is between the corrective, 
humanistic comedy of sentiment, and the 
Priapean, nihilistic comedy of irony. The 
comic genius can fuse two traditions. The 
comic craftsman masters one form. The 
hack muddles the two. 

To Mast, the most successful fusion of 
irony and sentiment is accomplished by 
Chaplin. Chaplin could present a slashing 
portrait of a world consumed by greed in 
The Gold Rush, or a world where men are 
sheep devoured by machines in Modern 
Times, yet both films contain Charlie, the 
tramp whose life is an-improvisation on 
the theme that “the essential human ac- 
tion is that of love (or friendship), and 
that the essential act of love is giving.” 
Mast’s assiduous eaten of Chaplin’s 

’ films, his description of how Chaplin 
transformed Sennett’s characteristic 
long-shot into an intimate and personal 
camera, is an example of film criticism at 
its most productive. Proceeding from 
Chaplin’s directorial technique, Mast can 
develop a convincing paradigm of 
Chaplin’s thematic concerns. 

Less effective is Mast’s section on 
Buster Keaton. If Chaplin’s failing con- 
sists in occasionally tipping the comic 
balance on the side of sentiment, Mast 
takes Keaton to task for being too cold, 
too ironic. Perhaps the aesthetic distance 
Keaton demands in his reliance upon the 
long-shot alienated Mast. Perhaps 
because Chaplin’s Tramp is essentially a 
literary conceit, he is less a stranger than 
Keaton’s uniquely cinematic persona. 


Mast catches Keaton’s irony, but misses 
his human concerns. James Agee, less 


familiar than Mast with the technique of 
film, succeeds in capturing Keaton’s 
spirit: “Beneath his lack of emotion he 
was also consistently sardonic; deep 
below that, giving a disturbing tension 
and grandeur to the foolishness, for those 

»-who sensed it, there was in his comedy a 
freezing whisper not of pathos but of 
melancholia.’’ (Agee’s short essay, 
“Comedy’s Greatest Era,” is a must, and 
a joy.) 

Gerald Mast’s system of opposition 
gives his book a pleasing coherence and 
avoids the numbing tedium that straight 
chronological description is heir to. The 
films of Sennett’s studio are juxtaposed 
with Hal Roach’s products by comparing 
Sennett’s random and improvised insani- 
ty, the Keystone Kops, with Roach’s 
logically constructed madness, e:g., 
Laurel and Hardy’s methodical destruc- 
tiveness. If Harry Langdon was slow and 
sentimental, Harold Lloyd was fast and 
cynical. Lubitsch created comedies of the 
heart, Rene Clair, comedies of the mind: 
The Marx Brothers terrorized institutions 
and nations while W.C. Fields assaulted 
his wife and children: ‘‘Fields is a far more 
domesticated misanthrope than the Marx 
Brothers.” The opposition of Frank Capra 
and Howard Hawks can best be summed 
up by their choice of leading men. Capra 
chose the inarticulate and sentimen- 
talized Gary Cooper. Hawks utilized the 
ae of urbane wit projected by Cary 

Grant. 


' Oversimplified? Of course. But The 


Comic Mind presents a method for 
organizing a frightening variety of comic 
expressions into a clearly limited number 
of categories. This is an essential task of 
any critic because people think in 
categories. That’s how comedy got 
separated from tragedy in the first place. 

Gerald Mast has a good system. He also 
has pictures of your favorite stars from 
Ben Turpin to Peter Sellers. Criticism, 

photographs, and a system — how can 
you lose?

Johnny is regarded as one of the most wanted men in North- . 
ern Ireland. Tommy is on the run, accused of “murdering” 
British soldiers. Peter bears the mental scars of torture rec- 
ieved during imprisonment without trial and does not leave 
his home. 


Tommy, Johnny and Peter are members of the Official Irish 
Republican Army and, for a year, helped the working-class 
people of the Bogside and Creggan make Londonderry “Free 
Derry” while holding off one of the world’s toughest armies. 


They and their comrades assisted in the production of NO 
GO!, the only feature film to have-been made behind the 
Derry barricades, because they wanted their story told. They 
weren't interested in a radical film for an exclusive comm- 
unity. They wanted a film that could give viewers through- 
out the world a ‘‘feel’’ and emotional empathy for an experi- 
ment doomed to defeat but rising victorious out of that 


despair. 


Footage was smuggled out of Northern Ireland. British troops 
raided the production unit’s headquarters less than two hours 
after tanks crushed Derry’s barricades. Members of the pro- 
duction cooperative have been threatened with violence from 
loyalist extremists. And the fearful response of Hollywood 


distributors has been ‘‘No way.” 


Wednesday marks the second anniversary of the Derry Barri- 
cades and the first anniversary of their fall. On the same day, 
members of the Boston community will be the first to see the 
story of Tommy, Peter and Johnny.
